THE POLICY OF PATIENCE. 





Mr, Henry Hess, the clever Editor of 
the African Critic, who recently 
brought his name prominently before 
the public by his attack on Mr, Labou- 
chore, has tutned his paper, which was 
formerly devoted entirely to South 
African affairs, into a general weekly 
journal, under the title of Zhe Critic. 
He may be considered to bring au un- 
biassed mind to the consideration of 
the world in general which he has now 
taken for his province, and in the first 
number of his reconstructed paper he 
has the following notes on the Far 
Eastern question in the first of the 
columns which be heads “ Behind the 

“T am not of those Pressmen who 
consider the present moment a suitable 
one for the delivery of heated advice 
as to the course the British Govern- 
ment should pursue in the Far East; 
nor of those, still less excusable, who 
wildly declare that ‘something must 
be done,’ but omit to state what. Per- 
sonally, I think the Government has 
sufficient Naval power in Chinese 
waters to maintain our prestige and 
rights there; and the movements: of 
the Squadron suggest that the Govern- 
ment intends ‘to utilise that power 
should tiecessity arise.

papers ; and Japan evidently intends to 
be reckoned with. Amongst the possi- 
bilities of the near future, co-operative 
action between Great Britain and “the 
British of the East” seems more than 
likely. Uncle Sam also has his eyes 
open, and, unless the Emperors are very 
careful indeed, there may -be serious 
trouble, and a few of their ancient tubs 
may be badly damaged. Meanwhile, 
the British public may well keep calm 
and the British Press abstain from a 
policy of rant.” 

We referred last week to a well- 
written article in the Overland Dail, 
headed “England’s Trump Card in 
Chins,” in which the writer pointed out 
that our proper policy here was to insist 
‘on the complete fulfilment of our treatiés 
with China, deprecated Lord Salisbury’s 
“eryptical policy,” and doubted “whether 
he or his advisers at the Foreign Office 
have realised the magnitude and 
urgency of the problem with which 
they have to deal, or have struck out 
as yet any clear, precise plan for dealing 
with it.” In the succeeding issue of 
the same paper is another article, 
headed “ Playing the ‘I'rump Card,” in 
which it is shown that “the policy 
attributed to the British Governmeat 
by the London correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian, aud now 
generally accepted by the Press as 
authentic, is based on the principles 
and follows the lines laid down” on 
the previous Friday by the Overland 
Bail. That policy is re-stated as 
bein; 

“fo insist on the preservation of the 
rights which we had long since acquired 
and of which it was the obvious aim 
of our rivals by systematic bullying, 
squeezing, and plundering of the feeble 
Government at Peking to deprive us. 
Their policy was to cut up China, 
seizing themselves the larger share, and 
they hoped that we would be drawn 
into the partition and be content to 
take what they chose to leave us, But, 
whatever territorial compensations we 
might have: gained by conniving with 
them in this deed, it was certain that 
from all the areas they succeeded in 
acquiring for themselves we should be 
excluded ; and, as at present we hold 
eighty per cent. of the entire trado 
of China, we should by sharing in 
| the proposed distribution have reduc- 
‘ed the volume of our trade and our 
| political influence, with all the prospects 
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of expansion, tc one-fourth or oné-fith 
of what we have, and have. right..to 
maintain. "That, of course, is exactly 
the poticy which our rivals would desire 
us to adopt, but for us it would be 
suicidal. We are in an established 
position which Russia, Germany and 
France are resolved to sap and mine by 
all the means of diplomacy, intrigue, 
and force. 'I'o that general attack there 
cau be but one effective answer, which 
ig that we cannot allow the Seld opened 
to the .svorld by: our_efforts to, be closed 
to us by the intrigue or cvercion of 
other Powers.” 

The article goes on to say :— 

“bree Powers at least’are bound to 
insist that China should not be sub- 
jected to the territorial lust of Euro- 
pean Powers, that, if possible, slic 
should be maintained as a solid and 
independent State. . ‘Those Powers are 
England, the United States, aud Japan 
—certainly, for the purpose in hand, an 
adequate combination to hold auy other 
possible league of Powers in check— 
particularly if the opposition is based 
on the active and passive resistance to 
such predatory attempts, of an Empire 
of four hundred millions of people. The 
business of England, of Japan, and of 
the United States—if its people re- 
cognise the vast intorest which they 
have in preventing the Pacific seas from 
being dominated by a European com- 
bination—is to see that China shall 
not be dismembered.” 

With, this policy we ara thoroughly 
in accord, but we in China, who are 
under the disadvantage of being on the 
spot, and taking what is suimetimes 
called a “ parochial ” view of the situa- 
tion, cannot but have some misgi 
that: the. policy of patience, an adhas 
to which has evidently been comme: 
ed to the London Press by our Foreign 
Office, may he maintained too long. 
Obsta principiis—stop a crack in the 
beginning which may become a breach 
if you leave it too loug—is a thorough- 
ly statesmanlike maxim ; aud it is not 
unnatural that we should fear that it 
will be too late to insist on our rights 
when Russia is established in Manchuria, 
Germany in Shantung and North Kiang. 
‘su, aud Frauce in Yunuav. Promises 
and treaties are made to he modified 
by ‘subsequent circumstances, as onr 
experience with Russia in ‘the past 
sufiiciently shows, We only occupied 
Egypt temporarily; Biserta in ‘Tunis 
was never to be made ‘n naval port. 
Wo believe that, notwithstanding our 
embarrassments in other parts of the 
world, we sre in a position, with the 
eager assistance of Japan if we require 
it,and the moral support ot the United 
States, to put our foot down ‘now before 
things have gone too far—and we 
ought to have done it two years ago. 
But we see real danger in waiting till 
the partition of China has become a 
Sait accompli, in the belief that pro- 
iises made to keep us quiet now will 












be observed when our rivals are firmly’ 


planted in the portions of China they 
haye selected to exploit.

Wo 
propose to refer to tho question again before 
the Ratepayers’ mecting, at which, we 
understand, it is to be brought forward.

A Scexririe School for the instruction 
of youths in sericulture according to 
European methods has. recently been 
established by Mr. Lin, tho. prefect 
of Hangchow, under the. auspices of the 
Governor and high authorities of Chékiang 
provinces. The School is situated near the 
famous Hsihu or West Lake, and built in 
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the semi-foreign style of architecture, 
and will ‘be supplied with a complete. set 
of. foreign scientific appliances. Thirty 
students are to be admitted, after a com- 
petitive examination in the written lan- 
guage, each year, and the course will be 
forfour years. The instructors will con- 
sist of both foreign and native experts. 

Aw immense wild boar weighing nearly 
500 catties was killed recently by some 
soldiers outside the Siimén gate of Soochow.

Being a ferocious 
animal the rustics living near Seven-Sons 
hill left him severely alone, but venturing 
too far from his usual haunts ho was 
espied ‘by some soldiers and so met his 
fate. ;

Uxper the heading ‘The Attitude of 
the Powers over China,” the Kobe Chronicle 
gives the following from a vernacular paper 
as the views of “an official connected with 
foreign, affairs” :—It is impossible to pro- 
dict what change -will take place in the 
political situation in the Far East, yet, in 
my opinion, it is certain that ‘Russia, 
Great Britain, Germany, and, France in- 
tend to secure’ their respective rights. in 
the Orient before Japan has completed 
her armament extension and other schemes 
deemed necessary nfter the war with 





China. Russia's design is -to take the 
Liaotung Peninsula and hold the barrier 
to the Sea of Pechili ; then to drive the 


Chineso Imperial Court and Government 
from Peking and annex the whole of Man- 
churia and Corea. ‘The design of Germany 
will be to annex Shantung with. the assis- 
tanco of Russia, tho two Powers aiming at 
the strengthening of their relations in 
Eastern Europe as well as in the Far 
Enst. .Great Britain, who is aware of 
the Russo-German plane, will work with 
a view to defext these before the fleets 
of the two Powers in the Far East 
have time to become more power- 
ful, and at the samo time will secure 
a phare equal to whatever has been 
gained by’ Germany and Russia, and so 
strengthen her position in the Far East. 
France seems not inclined to lag behind 
the other three countries, Her design is 
to annex the southorn part of China and 
reap a maximum of benefit with a minimum 
of Inbour. ‘Consequently: the trouble in 
the Far East will not be soon settled. In 
the event, of Great Britain attempting to 
secure “her, share of rights” in the East 
by resorting to “the ultimate course,” 
the matter may bo settled sooner than 
otherwise will be the case. It is possible 
thatsome change will occur in the situation 
on Russia's initiation when .tho ‘Treaty 
between Germany and Chi made 
public. 


We take this from the Kobe Chronicle :— 
“4 Seoul letter to the Osaka Asahi states 
that a rumour is current there that Corea 
is likely to be administered by Japan, 
Groat, Britain, and Russia combined. In 
the event of the conference being arranged, 
Rossia will withdraw her military instractors 
now in Seoul, and Japan will also with. 
Grav all bor troops from the dominion of 
Corea. ‘The training of the Corean army 
will be entrusted to a civilised country 
outside the conference. This, will entail a 
change in,the organisation of the Govern- 
ment, and a Coalition Cabinet will be 
formed embracing representatives of the 
various factions. ‘The question: of tho re= 
Jations between Mr, Brown and Mr. Aloxeieff 
will be compromised by retaining them 
Both as Advisers to the Financial Depart- 
ment. Negotiations upon these linés are 
said to be in progress, and the Russian 
Minister appears to have instructions from 
St. Petorsburg to support such an arrango- 
ment.” ‘ 

Hore is another light from the Indepen- 
dent on the.way that Corea is governed :— 

‘The private secretary to the Minister of 
Law, Ye Kin-ouk; has been taiting bribes 
too freely, recently and interfered with the 
process of lay in the different courts in the 
city. Some time ago'theformer leader of the 
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‘Righteous Army” and a leader of thie me- 
morialists’ band, Yang Eui-whan, was arrest- 
ed by ‘the police department on’ the charge 
of disorderly conduct and blackmailing 
certain officials, and turned over ‘to the 
Seoul Court for trial. ‘The Minister's private 
secretary ordered the Seoul Court to release 
Yang without a trial, in consideration of a 
$20 bribe which he received from Yang's 
friend.. The matter came to the notice 
of the Chief Commissioner of the 
palace last Saturday and he immedia- 
tely ordered Ye to be arrested. A police 
sergeant went to the Law Dep't and 

the arrest, and brought the disgraced 
private secretary to the police court. A quiet 
investigation was made last Saturday after- 
noon at the police dep't where it was found 
that he had taken bribes from the people 
on many occasions. He confessed his guilt 
and begged for mercy. The Commissioner 
is very firm in the matter and sent him to 
the court for furthor trial. This action of the 
Commissioner has startled the Departments 
and many guilty officials are now suffering 
with heartaches fearing that their turn may 
come before long. The private secretary was 
convicted of robbery some five years ago 
and was sentenced to banishment, but he 
‘was rescued by the former Minister of Law, 
Cho Pyeng-sik, who appointed him bis off- 
cial private secretary. It seems that he has 
again practised his old tricks after obtain- 
ing a new lease of life. 

‘Due following notes are from the London 
and China Express of the 31st of Decem- 
ber :— 

‘The Silver market, which had somewhat 
hardened when we last wrote, again ad- 
vanced on the 24th to 263d., but free selling 
again caused a relapse, in spite of a good 
‘Eastern demand. ing to 263d., the 
price yesterday was stendy at thie close 
at 2684. In Mexican dollars there has 
been little doing during the week, few 
being on offer, but there are orders on the 
market. e 

‘The Admiralty naturally withhold inform- 
ation as to the movements in the Chinese 
seas of the Britich squadron under Sir 
Alexander Buller, but it is known that our 
ships are not idle. ‘The Commander-in- 
Chief was to have had a series of maneuvres 
during the winter. These have not been 
carried out. With the exception of the 
fleet in the Mediterranean, there is no 
stronger or more homogeneous for 
squadron than that now representing Bri 
interests in Chinese waters. The fleet is 
particularly strong in the cruiser division. 

From Berlin it h»s been reported that 
Mr. Gustav Detring, for many years ¢) 
friend and adviser of his Excellency 
Hung-chang, and Chief of the Customs at 
Tientsin, was named a few weeks ago 
Councillor of Legation of the Chinese 
Embassy at Berlin, as well as a Com- 
missary for the official reception of the 
men-of-war which are under construction 
at the Vulcan Wharf, Stettin, on account} 
of the Chinese Government. ‘Mr. Detring, 
who has spent, with his family, some time 
‘at Berlin, will leave the capital for the 
Celestial Empire in February next. 

Mr: Robertson, whose wife and three 
children disappeared with the Aden’s life- | 
boat, has arrived at Aden and chartered the 
Perim Coaling Company's steamer Hornet, 
for,the purposo of making an: exhaustive 
search round Socotra and the littoral of 
the Arabian coast as far as, Muscat. He 
firmly believes that the shipwrecked party 
have been held as prisoners by either the 
Arabs or the Socotra Somalis, and hopes, 
with tho assistance of the Political Re- 
sident at Aden, who has helped him very 
cordially, to discover at least some traces 
of his family. A Spanish officer who has’ 
travelled extensively in those regions ac- 
companies him.

In Mexican dollars little has been doing 
for some days. 

In the Tea Market. business for the New 
Year has commenced under favourable 
anspices, There are abundant visible 
supplies obtainable nt moderate 
except for finest quality tea, which has 
not beon plentiful at any period of the 
season. ‘There is a good opening for Cey- 
lon growth to furnish supplies, as ship- 
ments from India begin to diminish and of 
China have quite ceased, ‘any further ship- 
ments from there being of the lower grades, 
Deliveries for 1897 prove the largest on 
record, and buyers for any part of the 
world find this market often the cheapest 
in which to operate. 

The hopes of the relatives who are still 
searching for the missing passengers of the 
steamship Aden seom doomed to disap- 
pointment. ‘The Hornet, which went on a 
thirty days’ cruise along the Arabian coast 
in the endeavour to find somo traces of tho 
passenzers, returned after an unsuccessful 
trip.

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CHINESE GEOGRAPHY.

AGRICULTURAL countries originate great 
cities because field cultivation leads 
directly to trade. ‘The people have 
something to sell in a neighbouring 
market town, and they exchange the 
produce of the soil for useful articles 
which they wish for at home. The 
largest cities are found where the soil 
is most fertile, and where the courses 
of rivers render conveyance most easy. 
When Baron Richthoven was in Chiua 
twenty years ago, he studied with the 
experieuced eye of a practical geologist 
the contour of China in all its provinces. 
In the North, China presents the special 
features of the loess formation. A dull 
country without trees offers everywhere 
the singular spectacle of a ‘tolling 
plateau with the occurrence of sudden 
fissures in the light crumbling soil, 
Perpendicular walls line these breaks 
in the monotony of the land surface. 
They may vary from two hundred to 
seven ot eight hundred feet deep. 
These water-worn fissures with vertical 
sides arrest the traveller's eye as a main 
feature in the. geography of North 
China. Here and there they open out 
into plains where rich cultivation attests 
the industry of the farmer, ‘The brooks 
of the higher Iands become hroad 
streams where two or more rivulete 
combine their forces, The mighty 
Yellow River is there to unite the 
ramifications of many tributary rivers 
which, starting from different points of 
the watershed, join to swell the volume 
of water as it rolls through five pro- 
vinces to the sea, What it is now, it 
was in Marco Polo’s time six centuries 
Six centuries before that it was 
the same wheu Arabs and Nestoria: 
visited the Court of the Emperor ‘l‘ang 
ing-huang and. his successors in 
the Tang. dynasty. When that re- 
nowned Emperor, the patron of poetry 
and painting, escaped from his capital 
in Shensi to take refuge from rebellion 
in Chéngtu, the chief city then as now 
of Szechuan province, he left the loess 
country behind to penetrate into the 
wild and fertile West. But that was by 
no means a new experience to the 
Chinese inhabitants. The historians 
and poets of the country had described 
it long before. Iu the third century 
the story of the ‘I'hres Kingdoms 
had made s deep impression on the 
native mind. China was then for the 
firat_time divided into three parts with 
an Emperor to each. The main fea- 
tures in the geography are made in the 
North by the Yellow River, as in 
Central China by the Yangtzekiang. 
‘The traveller as he obtains ideas of 
a more general nature of the geogra- 
phy of the country learus to combine 
the Yellow River with the loess for- 
mation in the north just as he connects 
rice cultivation with broad alluvial 











tracts watered by the Yangtzekiang in 
Central Chins. 

In the Han dynasty from B.C. 200 to 
AD. 200 we find ourselves arrested by 
the spectacle of Yellow River embank- 
ments broken through and restored in 
times of destructive floods. We ask, 
are we now at the beginning of Chinese 
geographical history? Far from it. The 
poetsand historians of that time engaged 
earnestly in the task of restoring the 
records of autiquity aud recovering from 
those records the-geographical facts of 
more ancient times, ‘They were the 
friends of knowledge as Chin Shi-huang, 
theBook-burner, was its enemy. He was 
like the Caliph Omar who ordered the 
fire to be kindled at Alexandria that 
burned the books of the Greeks. ‘They 
were both savages who richly deserve the 
dishonour heaped on them in later ages, 
for they, being the enemies of kuowledge, 
were the enemies of man. Even Con- 
fucius himself, that reverent student of 
antiquity over 2,300 years ago, travelled 
among the same scenes of which von 
Richthoven has now for the first time 
given us exact pictures. Iu one of his 
drawings we see several sailing boats 
on the windiog Yellow River in the 
eastern part of Honan province, On 
the right band is a long loess wall 
apparently ten times the height of the 
ing boats and presenting two distinct 
terraces about equal in thickness one 
above the other. Near some cottages, 
surrounded by trees on the north bank 
of the river, we can see the perpendicular 
fissures in this Zoess wall quite distinctly. 
In another of Richthoven’s pictures we 
look out from the door of an archway 
upon a sea of loess terraces vertically cut. 
Through them the mule path winds down 
the archway, and it will soon be passing 
between vertical walls several hundred 
feat deep as it goes forward through 
this singular formation; so utterly 
unlike what we are accustomed to notice 
in our own country. ‘Through such 
scenes 2,350 years ago Confucius for- 
merly travelled with his pupils, But 
was this aa far back as we can go if we 
wish to know what ancient geographical 
records the Chinese possess ? No. Con- 
fucius himself was a loving student of 
antiquity. The classics as he read them 
belonged to all the preceding ages, since 
about B.C. 2200. ‘I'hese books were the 
treasures of the famous Chinese Sage ; 
among them is the Yii-kung, a most 
valuable geographical fragment. It 
sketches all north and central China, 
‘There is not an important mountain, 
river, 8 lake, which it leaves unnamed. 
The wonder in regard to the Vii-kung, 
as Richthoven has carefully pointed 
out, is that 4,100 years ago the Chinese 
kuew their own country in its topo- 
graphy so remarkably ‘well that the 
book itself, and the facts it contains 
with the language and style of its com- 
positiou, are thus shown to belong to 
the age which the Chinese themselves 
assign to it, There must have been 
Imperial government in the days of 
Yao and Shun and of the Hsia dynasty, 
as tradition says, and this account of 











the geography must come down to us 
from that time. Four thousand years 
ago the writers of this old record knew 
all China from Szechuan and Kansu to 
the sea near Shanhaikuan in: the Gulf 
of Pechili, A large proportion of the 
names of mountains and rivers found in 
this book are the same that are applied 
to them now. Four thousand years 
ago the principles of government were 
such that the whole country was 
minutely known to tlie administration, 
he language was Chinese, aud the 
writing used was Chiuesa ; the principles 
of government were so much the same 
as now that if a native scholar is asked 
wheu the country first began to have 
nine ranks of officers, five orders of 
nobility, and a system of administration 
like the present, he will reply that it is 
all in the Book of History. But if the 
Yii-kung geography was written four 
thousand years ago, which is known by 
internal evidence, this being a part of 
the Book of History, that whole work 
may be accepted by us, as it was by 
Confucius aud Mencius, as a collection 
of true records of the history of the 
country in the old days, as far back 
as the time of Abraham and Moses. 
It is marked visibly by incomplete- 
ness, ‘The chapters are fragments 
and the omissions ara regrettably 
numerous, but what is found there 
is of priceless value to him who inves- 
tigates the ancient history of mankind, 
In regard to the topography of the 
country described by the Yi-kung it 
has been checked and verified very 
fully by von Richthoven, He has gone 
himself over the whole region from 
Kansu in the west to Shanbaikuan in 
the east. He has taken notes of all 
the mountains and rivers mentioned. 
For example, in Shensi where the 
geography describes the work of the 
great Yi in connection with three 
mountains called Chien, Chi, and Ching, 
the traveller remarks these hills are so 
low that at present they find no place 
in the enumeration of covspicnous Chi- 
nese mountaius, ‘They ate mentioned 
because they are the first hills on the 
West, standing on the north side of 
the rich agricultural plain of the 
Wei River. They were landmarks 
to the inhabitants of that region where 
the Chinese first established their title 
to be regarded as a cultured na- 
tion. We can place confidence in 
Richthoven’s view because he has seen 
himself the very hills spoken of in 
this old-world monument. We can 
trust him the more because he rejects 
the exaggerations of later times, Men- 
cius said that “ Yii did not during nine 
years enter his own door, his work 
not being finished.” Richthoven very 
justly remarks the work could not 
be done in nine years, It is not said 
in the Y-kung that he bored through 
mountains and bankéd all the rivers, 
The old document is free from all. 
impossibilities, It is a geographical 
statement which bears on its face the 
evidence of reality. Mencius rather 
liked to say things pleasant to the ear, 
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in praise of the wise men of antiquity. 
Judicious criticism knows how to treat 
_.. the ornaments which glitter on the live- 


ly pages of this author.

Ar.the annual meeting of shareholders 
in. the Shanghai Land Iuvestment Co., 
Id. held on Monday last, Mr. G, W. 
Nogl, who. has always taken a very 
intelligent‘interest in the good sanita- 
tion of these Settlements, brought for- 
ward a very important question. In 
Shanghai, as in China generally, the 
nightsoil is not discharged into the river, 
to pollute the water supply, water-closets 
being almost unknown, but is collected 
in buckets and returned to the land. 
It is obvious that it is most important 
‘to the health of the community that 
this. collection shonld be made daily 
with regularity ‘and’ promptitude, and 
this is one of the tasks that the muni- 
cipality undertakes and is, indeed, 
bound to undertake, as a part of its 
duties as the sanitary authority in 
the Settlements. ‘The nightsoil being 
valuable to the Chinese farmer, its 
collection is a source of revenue to the 
municipality, the estimate of the in- 
come from this source in the Budget for 
1897 being ‘I'ls. 4,800. ‘his income, 
of course, goes to the benefit of 
all ratepayers, reducing by so much 
the taxation that they are called 
upon to pay, to keep the municipality 
going. But as it is a source of in- 
come, there are a certain number of 
landowners who prefer to put it in 
their own pockets, and employ their 
own contractors, and as a matter of 
fact the collection and removal of only 
about half the nightsoil is in the 
hands of the municipality. The con- 
sequence is'that the Municipal Council 
is flooded with complaints from rate- 
payers that the service is inefficiently 
performed, to the very grave aunoyance 
of the complaining ratepayer, and ac- 
taal danger to the public health ; and, 
more than that, the householder often 
has to pay something to the contrac- 
tor’s coolies to get the work done with 
regularity. 

It ‘must have’ been a surprise to 
many to find such a well-managed 
public company as the Shanghai Land 
Investment Co., Ld., among the land- 
owners who decline to allow the muni- 
cipality to carry out the collection of 
nightsoil from the houses owned by 
the company. Mr. Noél, who brought tlie 
matter up, evidently on public grounds 
as he isa shareholder in the company 
and therefore gets a share in the illegiti- 
mate profit. derived by the company 
from this source, elicited that the annual 
ineome derived by the company from 
the sale of’ this unsavoury commodity 
was $500, a very small portion of the 
company’s gross income from rentals 
of about ‘I'ls. 172,000, say two-tenths 
of one per cent. He brought forward 
a resolution on the subject, and the 
remarks he made in proposing it are well 





worth reprinting from our report of the 
meeting :— 

“Mr. No’l—I should apologise for 
reverting again to that unsavoury 
subject, nightsoil, if it had not such 
an important bearing on the sanitary 
welfare of this rapidly growing com- 
munity, in fact the very basis of 
sanitation, I think, rests on the proper 
regulation of this question. It is not 
necessary for me to say much on the 
subject now, as all of you must be pretty 
well acquainted with it, Up to quite 
recently the absentee property owners 
were those chiefly interested in ‘the 
matter, but now many resident house- 
owners claim the privilege, including 
ratepayers who are shareholders in this 
eompany. 

“The Municipal: Council have lately 
expressed their disapprobation of the 
present system, or rather the evant of a 
properly organised system, and I under- 
stand the subject will be brought up at 
the coming meeting of ratepayers, and 
an effort made to place the removal of 
nightsoil from houses in the Settlement 
entirely under the control of the Council, 
as it should be. Iam sure the majority 
of the shareholders in (this company 
would be glad tose that done, but they 
cannot very consistently support the 
Monicipal Council, while they are 
pocketing dividends derived partly from 
that objectionable source, therefore, I 
ask you to support the following resolu- 
tion which I beg to propose :— 

“That the shareholders of this company 
should approve of the collection and disposal 
of nightsoil from foreign and native pro- 
petty being given over to the control of the 

‘unicipal Council.” 

Mr. Marcus Wolff seconded the reso- 
lation, and it might have been thought 
that it would have been accepted at 
once by the Board. Unfortunately, 
and we mean unfortunately for the 
credit of the Company in this particular 
matter, portion of the Board is in- 
terested as owners, or agents of absent 
owners, of property, and the Chairman 
therefore asked that the matter should 
be left in their hands. Under ordinary 
circumstances, it would be quits right 
that a detail of the Company's working, 
like this, should be left in the hands 
of the Board, as was urged by the 
Chairman Mr. H.R. Hearn, Mr. Cushny, 
Mr. Gove, and Mr. Hogg. Mr. Cushny’s 
deliverance was a very remarkable one. 
He is reported to have said : “I think we 
should satisfy ourselves that the Muni- 
cipal Council are prepared to take this 
matter over. Wedo not suppose what- 
ever they do, that they will remove it 
in any way more satisfactory than is 
done at present.” ‘These remarks were 
received with applause; but it is surely 
understéod that the Council are not 
merely prepared, but are very anxious to 
take the matter over, and it can hardly 
be seriously argued that the collection 
is not doue more satisfactorily by the 
Council than by the private contractor, 
and the householder has his remedy if 
there is any irregularity or neglect on 
the part of the Council's contractor, or 











an attempt is made to get money out 
of him for the performance of this 
duty. More than that, the money re- 
ceived from the sale of nighteoil goes 
into the public funds, instead of into 
the pockets of landlords and their 
agents, who are already making a fine 
harvest out of the sudden increase of 
population in Shanghai. It. seems to 
us a great pity that the Board did not 
accept Mr. Noél’s resolution; anda 
great matter of surprise that Mr. 
Tburg’s amendment, that the question 
should be left entirely in the hands 
of the Board of Directors, seconded by 
Mr. Buchanan, was carried by seven- 
teen votes to three. The names of the 
speakers against Mr. Noil’s resolution 
are significant. Of course, it may 
be that the shareholders wera only 
anxious to show their full confidence 
in a Board whose management gener- 
ally has been so satisfactory. 

‘We are glad to know that the ques- 
tion ‘will be brought up by the Council 
at the coming meeting of Ratepayers. 
It is undoubtedly a very important one, 
in fact, it is not necessary in writing 
for intelligent people to dwell on its 
importance, The amount which any 
individual landowner loses by giving 
up this source of income is quite 
trivial ; and if it were much larger; it 
should not weigh in the balance against 
the danger to the public health involved 
in the continuance of the present 
system, 








AMERICAN INTERESTS IN 
CHINA. 
Ath Feb. 
Tue New York Journal of Commerce 
of the 29th of December last has an 
article with the above title, in which 
this important subject is treated at 
considerable length by a writer who 
shows a clear appreciation of the situa- 
tion, As long as England held the 
first position in China politically as 
well as commercially, the other nations 
knew where they were, to use an effective 
if popular expression; but if Lord 
Salisbury carries out his apparent inten- 
tion of gracefully withdrawing from 
that eminence in favour of Russia 
backed by the money-bags ‘that hold 
the savings of the French people, every. 
other nation is forced to reconsider its 
own position. Appreciating this, the 
Journal of Commerce begins its article 
by saying: “The question of what 
should be done by the United States - 
to safeguard at the present crisis its 
commercial interests in China seems 
likely to engage more and more atten- 
tion as the gravity of the situation in 
the Far East increases. ‘The first senti- 
ment among New York business -men 
was one of indifference. Starting with 
the conviction that this country can- 
not possibly become a partner in the 
territorial partition of the Middle King- 
dom, the conclusion seemed to follow 
that it was a matter of comparative 
indifference to us how European nations 
should apportion among each other 
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their ‘ spheres of influence,’ preparatory 
to taking their share in the final and 
apparently inevitable dismemberment.” 
It goes on.to ssy that there is a strong 
objection among business men ju the 
States to increasing the American army 
aod navy for the purpose of promoting 
trade, sack a’ policy’ being regarded as 
dangerotis to the country's free institu- 
tions, and likely to divert ‘the country 
from its proper course ,of development 
at home: “ ‘The suggestion that the 
Goyernment' should make some demon- 
stration’ of its readiness to protect the 
interests of American citizens in China 
was, therefore coldly received by thie most | 
corisérvative class of our local business 1 
ens lieved that it would be j 
time enough fo move when any danger 
appeared to threaten the property or 
the safety of Americaus in the Celestial 
Empire.” i 
The fear that Russia and Germany 
will pursue in Chiua a policy of ex- 
Glusiveness is clanging the views, we 
are told, even among those most opposed 
to the interference of the United States 
in the strife of juternational ambitions. 
It is pointed out that the statistics do 
not give a correct idea of the extent of 
the United States’ trade with the Far 
East, as’ nearly half of it is credited 
to England and Hongkong. Large 
as it really is, it is capable of almost 
indefinite expansion. “No business 
man," the article continues, “can fail 
to perceive the value of the opening 
which China offers for the surplus 
products of the United States, and the 
more the situation is studied the more 
obvious it becomes that it wonld be 
folly to allow the extension of German 
and Russiau influence to deprive us of 
any of the commercial advantages which 
we already possess in that quarter. At 
present we are free to compete in China 
on even terms with the other trading 
nations of the world. American imports 
ay the same duties as imports from 
Taro ye, and the creation of a demand 
for American products, from flour to 
stec! rails, from petroleum to locomotive 
engines, is merely a question of com- 
mercial enterprise and activity. Were 
we-called upon to contemplate the 
probable extension of Euglish’ influence 
in China we might do so with com- 
parative indifference, because where 
England goes the rest of the world is 
free to follow. Bat, while we may 
imitate at home the policy of commer- 
cial exclusiveness favoured by Russia 
aud Germany, we do uot care to have 
it used against ourselves in a field 
where we have precisely the same rights 
as they, and where we cannot in justice 
to ourselves permit competing nations 
to erect artificial barriers to trade.” 
This is really the strength of the 
British position, that where England 
goes the rest of the world is free to 
follow. It is gratifying to kuow that 
any ports iu China opened by Germany 
ot Russia are to be free ports; but we 
want more than this, we want to be as- 
sured that in the “spheres of influence ” 
clsimed:by Russia'and Germany, if any, 

















Foglishmen and Americans and citizens | 
or subjects of avy other nationality 
will have the same facilities as will be’ 
granted to Russians or Germans. Will 
Englishmen be allowed to work mines in 
Manchuria as freely as Russians? And 
how about France? We learn that M. 
Dabail, the French Chargé d Affaires at 
Peking, is at the present moment mak- 
ing some large—we will not say mons- 
trous—claims on the distracted rulers 
at Peking. Supposing that these claims 
include territorial concessions; is France 
going to throw open freely any portion 
of China that she may succeed in 
wringing from the frightened Yamen ? 
As ive have seen in French Indo-China, 
the manufacturers of France will pre- 
vent the grant of any freedom that’ 
would oblige them to,compete on equal 
terms with their commercial rivals. 
‘Pheu, if the manufacturers of Germany 
or Russia see Prench manufacturers 
protected in the share of China that 
Frauce secures, will they not clamour 
for their Governments to take similar 
care of them ? 

'Yhe Journal of Commerce goes on to 
impugn the recent appointments to 
China by the State Department ; but 
this is a matter for Americans to dis- 
cuss between themselves. The con- 
clusion of the article is :—“ Briefly, the 
opinion held by all whose commercial 
relations with or knowledge of the 
affairs of China entitle them to be 
heard is, that there is an urgent ne- 
cessity for the manifestation of greater 
interest by the American Government 
in the political and commercial affairs 
of the Far East. ‘'here'is absolnte un- 
animity amonz those best qualified to: 
judge ‘that a very decided intimation 
should be conveyed to Germany and 
Russia, that while the United States 
can interpose no veto to their acquisi 
tion of new territory, the trade must be 
open to all, and that neither by treaty, 
tariff, nor changes in the coinage or any 
other similar device should there be 
any discrimination allowed against the 
United States. If American merchants 
do not receive the sxtne kind of support 
from their Government which is free- 
ly accorded to European merchants by 
theirs, an opportunity will be lost which 
it may vever be possible to regain. 

‘The commercial interests of American 
citizens and British subjects in China 
are identical; we may compete with each 
other, but the competition is a friendly 
one, It is the interest, therefore, of 
the United States, as the Mew York 
Times avd other journals have 
pointed out, to back us up with 
diplomatic means if not with actual 
force. We cannot doubt that Presi- 
dent McKinley and his Cabinet are 
aware of this, and we do not under- 
value their assistance. It is known 
that we do not want. to have any 
hand in the partition of China, 
though we shall know how to protect 
ourselves if partition is forced on from’ 
outside or as the result of China’s rotten- 
ness ; but we must insist that we are 
not damnified in. our commercial rela- 

















tions by the aggression of any other 
Power on Chita, and there the best 
public opinion of the United States is 
with-us, 





‘THE CHINESE NATIONAL LOAN. 
L2th Feb, 
We published on ‘Tuesday a. translation 
of an Imperial Edict, issued on the 4th 
instant, authorising the raising. of a. 
Chinese National Loan, ‘T'he.amount 
for which subscriptions are invited ‘is, 
we understand, one hundred million 
taels, aud afervent appeal is made to 
the self-interest of the mandating and 
the loyalty’of the people. No doubt a 
certain amount of the bonds will be 
taken up by the official classes who 
will act more or less under pressura, 
but the high officials in Peking must 
be entirely misled as to the feelings with 
which the people regard their Govern- 
ment if they suppose that the Chinese 
public will purchase the Sincerity Bonds” 
on the strength of their insinuating 
title. ‘The Edict does not say by whom 
the interest is to be paid, and wo may 
be sure that five per cent minus 
squeezes and plus. difficulty and uncer- 
tainty of collection will not prove 
attractive to a people who are accus- 
tomed to obtain heavy interest for 
their money on considerably better 
security thin the promise to pay of a 
hopelessly corrupt Administration, It 
would appear that the bonds are to be 
redeemed at fixed periods, but what 
those periods will be is left suspiciously 
vague. And itis stated that at the 
periods of redemption the bonds 
will be liquidated, uot by being 
cashed, ‘but by being accepted in pay- 
ment of Land and Salt Taxes, ‘That 
to say, a man who presents a bond 
in payment of such taxes will have 
to surrender’ it and also be squeezed 
for a considerable percentage of his 
obligation in cash as well, A truly 
delightfal prospect for officials, but 
hardly one to stimulate the somewhat 
slumbering patriotism of the masses, 
Presumably the provincial officials who 
redeem the bonds will send them to 
Peking in part or whole payment of the 
remittances they have to make under 
the head of the Land and Salt Taxes, 
so that the Central Government will 
be short’ of cash to the extent of the 
redemption, and will have to raise 
more money to take the place of the 
deficit. ‘he officials who purchase 
bonds will no doubt make sure of 
their interest in full gnd ‘will take 
care to protect themstlves against loss ; 
and, as this National Loan obviously 
offers a prospect of a rich harvest 
to their class, we may confidently 
expect that the greatest zeal will be 
shown by “the deputies charged with 
the sale of the said bonds'to the peo- 
ple,” especially us those of them “ who 
shall succeed in obtaining large sims 
therefor will be rewarded with.extia- 
ordinary promotion in recognition of 
their euergy and ability.” ‘The whole 
scheme is plainly’ either a dodge’ of the 
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Governnietit, to squeeza the official — 
a perfectly legitiniate gaine of diamond 
cut diamond,—or else it is a specious 
but hopeless attempt on the part 
of the officials to’ enrich’ themselves 
at. the expense of the public. ‘The 
contending financiers who are’ pres- 
sing their assistance upon the Chi- 
nese Government need not be anxious. 
'Phis smart attempt to stimulate them 
into being moré geuerous in their offers, 
will only prove ouce more that if China 
wants money she must get it abroad, 
and then only on condition of giving 
considerable security. 











* {HE PERMANENT JUBILEE 
MEMORIAL.

Front the documents printed in another 
coluinn our readers will learn the 
preset position of the Nursing Home 
that it was decided to establish as the 
Permanent Memorial of Queen Victoria’s 
Diamond Jubilee. he seriés begins 
with ‘the  letter—published in our 
columus last’ July—addressed by the 
Permanetit Memorial Committee to the 
Governors of the General Hospital, 
inviting. their co-operation ; to which 
the Governors replied that they 
“sympathised” with the Committee's 
objects, but did not know how they 
could Then followed a 
proposition the Committee 
that the Hospital should engage from 
them six trained English uurses at 
‘a cost of “I's, 600 a month, inclusive ; 
to which the Governors replied that it 
seemed tb them impossible that two 
sopatate organisations of nurses could 
work satisfactorily in one Hospital. 
On this the Committee submitted a 
new suggestion. ‘They. have the dis- 
posal of ‘I'ls, 20,000; collected or pro- 
mised, and they proposed to-hand this 
over to tlie Governors of the Hospital, 
who should build with it a separate wing, 
tobe called the “Victoria Wing,” this 
new wing to be placed entirely under 
the management of certificated nurses, 
with facilities for the training of pro- 
bationers. ‘hey added that the Muni- 
cipal Council would perhaps, if this 
scheme were adopted, give up their 
Nursing Home, which is known to be 
rin. at a considerable loss, and make’ 
the Hospital a grant equivalent to this 
loss, ‘Io this the Governors replied 
that the sum of 'I'ls, 20,000 was utterly 
insufficient for the scheme proposed; that 
the Victoria Wing’ would be practical- 
ly a separate Hospital, built upow lines 
which from the start would preclude all 
hope of its ever being worked to cover 
cost ;” that the Committee had taken 
no account of the value of the land 
required; and that, in a word, the 
scheme was impracticable. 

'Yhis completed the negotiatioiis with 
the Governors of thé Hospital, and what 
the Committee now propose is to get 
the municipality to provide them with 
‘a site, in consideration of the in: ition 
they’ propose to establish being ppen to 
all foreigners, and to- éréct a Nursing 























Home to contain eight first-class and 
four second-class beds. There would 
be five nurses, who would also be to a 
certain extent available for outside 
work, and probationers would be taken 
and trained, which would offer another 
career on the spot for the girls of 
Shanghai, ‘The rongh estimates ap- 
pended to the documents show results 
varying between a deficit of ‘Ts. 1,565 


according to the patronage extended to 
the new Home. 

Without any idea of disparaging thé 
General Hospital, which has been for 
many years and still is exceeding well 
matiaged and could not possibly be 
dispensed with, it must be conceded 
that there is undoubtedly a general 
demand for the establishment of a 
Nursing Home. It may be objected 
to tlie present scheme of the Com- 
mittee that it is practically a new 
hospital for the well-to-do ; but unless 
a much larger sum than is at present 
available is subscribed, or the scheme 
is so widened as to make it a gen- 
eral institution and iuvite contribu- 
tions from all nationalities, 
is at present inevitable, We pre 
sume that at the forthcoming Rate- 
payers’ Meeting the matter will be 
fully discussed on the proposition that 
a site shall be given by the Municipality 
for the proposed Home ; and'we hope 
that if the Committee can show that 
there is a reasonable prospect that 
the Nursing Home will vot be al- 
lowed to become a burden on the 
Council, the request of the Committee 
will be granted. The experience of the 
Counoil’s: Home shows that the services 
of trained English nurses are in constant 
request here now, and it is also very 
desirable that Shanghai should have an 
inatitation in which 
can be trained in this useful and hon- 
ourable career.

We take the following extract from tho 
Globe of the 7th ult. We hopo the con- 
clusion is well-founded ; but we confeas to 
a little distrust of the silenco which Lord 
Salisbury is keeping at present, and which 
he has imposed on the Hnglish Press as far 
ashecan. It may be that he is planning 
schemes ‘of large-scope’ and. importance 
which must not be divulged prematurely, 
and we hope it is not that He wishes t0 
conceal tho fact that ho is not planning 
angthing, being too ‘much otherwise 
occupied. The Globe says :— 

‘This morning’s telegram from Berlin indi- 
cates very clearly the feeling of exultation 
among Germans over the success of their 
policy in the Far East, and it would bo idie 
To deoy thst they have very good cause for 
rejoicing. ‘Their policy of defiance an: 
ergetic action has taken Europe by surprise, 
and their priz: is # big one. ‘They have 
secured the most magnificent -harbour. in 
Ghins, and part of one of the most fertile 
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ovinces in Eastern Asia, absolutely and 
irrevocably for themselves ; they have estab- 
Hished = naval base which, when proper- 
ly fortified, will be one of the most vala- 
able strategieal points in the neighbourhood 
of the Gulf of Pechili ; and they have added 
enormously to German prestige and influence 
in the Far East. That the merchants and 
financiers will not be slow in following the 
splendid lead given by their Government 
needs no tel’ing. iy we hear of another 
Hine of steamships being started, so as to 
ensure, with the North German Lloyd, a fort- 
nightly service to Far Eastern ports which will 
rival the Peninsular and Oriental and Mcs- 
sageries Maritimes steamship companies. 
Germany, in fact, is determined to leave no 
stone unturned to place her position and 
prestige in the Far East on a level with our 
Own, - It is impossible to shut our eyes to the 
fact that unless the British Government im- 
mediately carries out the policy of ‘ goin 
bone better,” our trade and iatfusace mast eat, 
fers check. ‘The country will watch anx- 
iously, therefore, for Lord Salisbury to show 
in an unmistakeable manner that he is alive 
to the grave issues at stake, and has no inten- 
ton of standing quietly by while Germany 
and Russia are taking all the plums for them- 
selves, We should have no fear, however, 
on this point, It would be contrary 'to the 
Prime Sfinister’s reputation to stand aside at 
guch @ moment; and if be is showing delay 
in carrying out his schemes, we may. be sure 
fant it is only because of the largeness of 
their scope and importance. 


‘The Pall Mall Gazette, Mr. Astor's pa- 
per, is very patriotic. Writing on the Ist 
ult. in reference to the New Year Honours’ 
list, it says :-— 

Right down at the bottom of the list—the 
sting of things is often in the tail—we happen 
upon the name of Mr. McLeavy Brown. Now, 
a week ago, the British public knew no more 
cf Mr. McLeavy Brown than it does of the 
innumerable other Browns, Joneses, and Ro- 
binsons—not to mention the Smiths—who, 
all the world over, are doing the work which 
has made the British Empire and British in 
finence what they are, To-day, however 
‘Mr. McLeavy Brown stands for British rights 
in the Far East. It in permissible to suppose 
that the honour conferred upon that able 
pupil of Sir Robert Hart is a pledge to the 
public that the Government do not intend 
to tolerate any foreign interferenco with the 
righta of the nation which does nearly 70 per 
cent of the entire trade of China, Where- 
fore the inclusion of Mr, Brown in the list of 
honours is by no means the least interesting 
item of news on the first morning of the New 
Year, 


On the Sth it discusses the proposed 
guaranteed loan to China, and says 


This proposed Chineso loan, which the 
Paris correspondent of the Qnlogne Gazette 
hag discovered, is by no means a new idea, 
‘The Chinese Governmient is notoriously short 
of cash, and it has for somo time past been 
in quest of an acgommodatiog lender. Un- 
fortunately the sort of security that it is 
prepared to offer cannot be truthfully de- 
cribed as of the soundest. ‘The Chinese are 

lib enough over the borrowing part of the 
Easiness, ‘but when it comes to agrecing to 
some control over their finances they are 
diseppointingly vague. This want of pre- 
cision, apart from political considerations, 
has doubtless helped to thwart the amiable 
efforts of M. Hanotaux to float o loan in 
France. It is also distressing to find that 
the two inalienable allies have, if the 
Cologne Gazette is to be believed, had some- 
thing like o tiff.over the agency to be em- 
ployed. ‘Tho patriot Hanotaux was all for 
& French bank ; the careful Mouravieff equally 
bent upon a Russo-Chinese. Be that as it may 
the chronic difficulty of coming to a practical 
deal with Peking must be responsible in great 
part for the breakdown, Ina similar spirit 
of careful stewardship Lord Salisbury, when 
requested to use the authority of his Govern. 
ment last May in helping the Chinese to raise 
a loan to pay off the balance of the Japanese 
war indemnity, would have nothing whatever 

' todo with the venture. He was right 
but it does not follow that a more obligi 
temper would not be equally jj 
now that affairs have drifted into their present 
complication. 

















































Ina leading article on the 6th of January 
it repeats the formula which has evidently 
been recommended for adoption by Lord 
Salisbury, but which, as we have said, is 
not as satisfying to us as it is meant to be, 
that it does not matter who cuts pisces out 
of China, so long as our trade is respected. 
The Pall Mali says :— 

“Whether the development, present and 
future, of German trade in’ the Far East 
really requires a point of support on the 
coast of China isdoubtfal. But if Germany 
thinks that it does, this country has no ob- 
jection. What we have todo is to seo thei, 
ritish trade, which is quite four times as 
great as that of all other countries put to- 
gether, is not injured by exciusive concessions 
by Chins to any other Power. For our own 
art we believe that the Foreign Office is quite 
alive to the importance of that proposition. 
Relying, therefore, upon the Government and 
upon the fact that’ the British fist in the Far 
Hast takes o considerably larger size 
ed gloves than that of Germany, we view the 
Celestia! Kaiser's reopening of the Far East- 
ern Question without grave anxicty. Its, 
however, permissible to ask what the author 
of the Kriger telegram would have said if a 
British Von Diederichs had been instructed 
to “land and seize” a Chinese port. We 
were under the impression that if there was 
one thing the Kaiser could not stand it was 
Raids. ‘Tho incursion of armed bands into 
the territory of friendly State was, we fondly 
imagined, a most reprehensible proceeding. 
Did not Baron Marschall von Bisberetein 
inform the British Ambassador, on a famous 
occasion, that Germans are, by nature, 
extremely sensitive on questions of right, and 
they never in any conceivable circumstances 
permit themselves to tread upon the toes of 
other people? One might look, therefore, 
for a general exclamation of pain and indigna- 
tion from the German Press at the tone of 
the German Jameson of the Far East. On 
the other hand, it is quite true that Von 
Diederichs has been acting in obedience to 
the commands of his Sovereign, which the 
original and British Jameson was not. Fur- 
thermore, about that fifty years’ ‘ lease.” 
Was there not a queation, somo time ago, of 
a lease between England and the Congo 
State respecting certain territory in Africa? 
And did not the German Government, on 
that occasion, protest in very emphatic terms 
against that instrument on tho ground that 
it’ was in reality nothing elso than a real 
cession of territory? What is sauce for the 
British goose should be sance for the German 
gander. 

The following telegram appears in the 
Times, The news has not otherwise reached 
us here that Earl Li has any more power

‘The Economist of the 1st ult. has the

This week again the Bank has done a large 
business in loaos and discounts, charging for 
the former 4 per cent, and for the latter 3 
to 34 per cent. ‘The result of those transac- 
tions is shown in the Bank returns in an ad- 
dition to the “other” securities of £3,270,000, 
but as there’ is a concurrent increase of 
£3,093,000 in the “other” deposits, it 
‘would appear as if the market had over- 
supplied itself. “At any rate, discount rates, 
which were very firm during the greater 
part of the week, became easier yesterday, 
when the quotation for best three months 
bills declined to 223 per cent. And it is not 
improbable that there may now be a further 
slight drop, especially as it is very unlikely 
that the Bank will continue to take money 
off tho market in order to support rates, 
‘That is unlikely, for two reasons. Ono is, 
that, what it, has been doing on its own 
account, the revenue collection, which always 
in the last quarter of the year tends to add 
to the resources of the Bank at the expense 
of the market, will be doing for it. And the

straio that can be avoided upon the market 
when it has to meet this revenue drain, 
Whether, however, any decline in rates that 
may now take place is likely to prove lasting 
is another question; and in view of tho 
possible complications in the Far East and 
the uncertainty as to the demand for gold 
that may be made upon us by tho United 
States and India, it is hardly worth while to 
attempt to look advance, 


In its first leading article the Zconomist 
returns to Chi heading being **'Tho 
English Position in the Far East.” It 
begins with a statement which is un- 
doubtedly true: ‘The English have a 
trick, which appears to be incurable, of 
depreciating the position which their own 
country occupies in the eyes of the world. 
‘They like to say that it is disregarded ; 
that everyone takes advantage of it ; that 
it is left ‘isolated’ and unnoticed amidst 
the combinations of the other European 
States. . . The result of all this is a 
loud demand that Lord Salisbury should 
give up his policy of observation, and 
should at once take action either by 
issuing some ultimatum to Russia or Ger- 
many, or by seizing some place like 
Chusan, or by entering into a strict 
alliance with Japan, whose fleet of the 
future is paraded in most of the news- 
papers about once a week.” 

e Economist says that the real truth 
is just the opposite of this. The Con- 
tinental Governments are seriously afraid 
of Great Britain. They know that she 
has a fleet here that could whip any 
probable combination against her, and we 
may add, they see reinforcements con- 
stantly sent out to maintain that prepon- 
derance. They know that England owns 
all the coaling stations, or nearly all, and 
could easily block the Suez Canal. They 
know that she could easily send an Indian 
army to China, and, if necessary, could 
secure Japan's: alliance. - The -Powers, 
therefore, cannot believe that England is 
not going to take advantage of this situa- 
tion, and therefore do all they can to keep 
England quiet, threatening her with some 
nearly impossible combivation, ‘just as a 
schoolboy, who “dreads a thrashing, talks 
of the marvellous penalties which, if any- 
one hits him, his big brothers will be able 
to exact.” A 

Under these circumstances, Lord Salisbu 
in eatirely right in his polioy of ‘waiting. with 
his attention fixed upon the different move- 
ments, and meanwhile strengthening the 
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fleet by an almost unobserved addition to its 
fighting force, and releasing the Indian army 
from its regrettable embarrassments in Nor- 
‘thern India. Great cruisers are gliding fast 
to Chinese waters, and it is clear that the 
notion of conquering the Western Himala: 
has been abandoned. Lord Salisbury does 
not know yet whethor Russia and Germany 
may not cone into collision—they are certainly 
not in accord—whether either of them intend 
partition, or only to strengthen their position 
in the event of opportunities for partition 
offoring themselves; whether Japan means 
actual fighting or is only fidgeting uneasily 
at occurrences which have ned three 
years too soon for her statesmen’s policy, or 
‘whether China is or is not as utterly helpless 
raterlo, as she seems to be. All 
these are cardinal points, and before he enters 
on action, which from the moment it begins, 
must be of the most serious kind, he waits 
for further information, certain ‘that time 
can neither strengthen his rivals greatly, nor 
greatly diminish the effective superiority of 
the British fleet. He probably understands, 
as well as his critics, that if China is to be 
broken up commercial opinion here will insist 
upon bis, claiming. for England a largo slice 
of the derelict Empiro, but until there is 
more certainty he waits and quietly prepares 
We think he is right and are confident th: 
on reflection the mercantile communit 
though it i i 
will think 80 too. y 
and if war is to come it had much better be 
when further events have mado the issues 
involved absolutely unmistakable, The Indian 
Army will bo comparatively frvo in » month 
or tivo, and we have in Hongkong the onl: 
fortified and supplied Noval arsenal an 
coaling station as yet existing in European 
hands in the Far East, And, above all, our 
fleet is and will romain as stron, the 
European fleets upon the coast of China. 


‘There is a good article on ‘Iron and 
Steel,” in which the marvellous advance 
that ‘is made in American production 
shown, and the Economist says that ‘it is 
all the more remarkable that the English 
trade was so healthy and satisfactory 
during 1897." Another article shows from 
Mr. Brenan’s rocent paper that the 
financial position of Japan is a critical one ; 
and there is an interesting paper on “The 
Course of the Prices of Commodities in 
1897 ;" and another on the swindli 
connected, with “No-Prospectus Bfining 
Issues.” The following Business Note 
will bo read with interest here :— 


Holders of Chineso securities cannot but 
regard with much misgiving the reported 
attempt of Russia to obtain control of the 
administration of the Chineso Imperial 
Maritime Customs, the proceeds of: which 
have been pledged surity for their 
loans. If that design is soriously entertained 
it can only have a sinister import. ‘The 
resent administration of the Customs is 
Impartial and honest, and so far as its power 
extends the bondholders need have no fear of 
any alienation of the revenues pledged tothem. 
But would there bo the same security with 
‘the administration practically undor the con- 
trol of the Russian Government? for that is 

. what it would amount to. If, for instance, 
“China were unable to meet’ the financial 
obligations under which she has placed herself 
to the Russian Goverment, would the latter 
refrain from laying hands ‘upon the Customs 
revenue? It may be said that the Russian 
Government may be trusted not to perpetrate 
any act of financial violence. But it did 
deliberately perpetrate such an act whon it 
compulsorily converted certain of its loans 
contrary to the terms of the tonds, and, but 
for French protests, whilst it was not in a 
position to disregard them, would have done 
the same with certain issues of guaranteed 
railway bonds. It cannot be said, thorefore, 
that the financial integrity of Russia is beyond 
suspicion, nor does the ropatation for honesty 
of Russian administration stand high, and for 
the revenues assigned to the Chinese bond- 
holders to pass under Russian control would 
be from every point of view a thing to be 
regretted.

‘Tho versiacular press of Japan shows much 
resentment at the occupation of Kiaochou 
by Germany. | Japaneso politiians, it must 
be remembered, hold that Jepan has the right 
to enforce a sort of Monroe doctrine in the 
North Pacific. The Japanese are now grad- 
ually beginning to realise that they are not 
to reap the fruits of their late war. Japan 
has, indeed, obtained Formosa, which is, and 
will be for years, drain upon her resources.

‘There is little fresh authentic information 
from the Upper Nile. A report has reached 
Cairo that the French have occupied Fashods, 
and are descending the Nile toward Khar- 
toum. The latter part of this rumour is so 
improbablo that it discredits the whole. If 
the French have reached tho Nile they may 
be trusted to be devoting their’ energies to 
the strengthening of their position and the 
improvement of their lines of communication 
to the Congo and across Abyssinia, Any 
further advance to the north would be useless. 
‘The main part of the report is probably only 
too true. Le Temps denies that tho Mar- 
chand expedition has reacked Fashoda, But 
no one thonght it had. It is the Liotard and 
de Bonchamps missions that ought to have 
arrived there some months ago. News of the 
cccupation would probably reach Cairo vid the 
Nile earlier than Paris vid the Congo. It 
jhould be remembered that the first. positive

We are 
entitled to revise the ‘ leases” which China 
is arranging with the Great Powers.“ We 
cannot allow the introduction into China 
of fiscal expedients which, designed for the 
benefit of any other trade, would tell 
against our own.” 








‘Tho Government of England, we believe, is 
suiiciently alive to thie aspect of the subject 
and may rely upon the support of the people 
in its solicitude for the interests of our trade, 
The very life of the people is dependent 
upon our commerce. We could cease to be 
great Empire, with naval and military forces 
in many parts of the world, only at the cost 
of two-thirds of our people starving. With 
jealousies always simmering everywhere, and 
the possibility that Russia or the United 
States, for example, might ind it to thelsin- 
terest to stop the exportation to us of their 
surplus wheat, we cannot afford to abate one 
jgt of our commercial interesta anywhere, 

‘e must maintain our export trade. It is 
only go that we can remain in o position to 
pay for the imports which are absolutely 
Becessary ‘Therefore, it is gratifying to 
know that, as we mention elsewhere, our 
forces in the Far East are being strengthened. 
It is not likely that any of the European 
Powers who ate now squatting on the coast 
af Chine wil by any menace of war or of 

iiplomacy, oblige us to break the peace if the 
Government proceeds with effective measures 
to vindicate the attitude which it has as- 
sumed. We are inclined to believe, also, 
that our City financiers are on the right side 
Jn approving the suggestion that the loan of 
£16,000,000 which China seeks on fair security 
should be raised in London. The purchase 
of the Suez Canal Shares enormously streng- 
thened our position in Egypt. We are rict 
enough to be the financiers of the world, and 
if our financial posision is strengthened, per- 
haps also the intorests of humanity are 
promoted. 


Unfortunately the recent statement in 
the semi-official Times 2s to the limited 
character of British interests in North 
China, adverted to recently in our columns 
by Mr. Dudgeon, make us doubt whether 
Lord Salisbury is sufficiently alive to all 
the important aspects of the subject. It 
is stated that any ports Russia acquires 
are to be free ports, but so it was promi: 
that Batoum was to be a free port.

Islands were so unpleasantly distinguished 
some years ago. Other tales are devoted 
to the sports, pastimes, and occupations 
of the native rasidents of the peaceably 
disposed ‘Islands at the prosent time, and 
sovoral of the tales deal with the fishing 
hat is peculiar to the Islands, and in- 
troduce, the reader to some striking acenes 
in this connection, Evidently deep-sea 
fishing is not only a very exciting occupa- 
tion, but is highly dangerous, and when 
the great fish is secured he is frequently 
too large to be taken into,the canoe, and is 
found to weigh over 300 Ibs. There is a 
very amusing chapter on the “Old Sea 
Trader," showing the curious sort of 
Englishman who used to be met with at 
Samoa and elsewhere, who seemed to 
take a special delight at exhibi 
any cost his contempt for “ furriner 
that is, all of other than English 
nationality. 

‘The author insists on the fact that the 
natives have beon decimated by the mi 
taken kindness of the earl; sionaries, 
who, when they. conver the natives, 
were never satisfied until they had persua- 
ded their converts to adopt the unnecessary 
and oppressive cloth clothing worn by Eui- 
ropeans, the result being the introduction 
of pulmonary complaints with fatal results. 

‘Tho author has not confined his. tales 
strictly to the South Ses Islands, but varies 
them now and then by an excursion to 
Queensland and a vivid description of the 
scenery of that part of the globe and some 
insight into the occupations of th : 
That the author is a very close and intelli- 

ent observer of nature in the Southern 

ime is clearly indicated in many of tho 
tales of this volume, but none more effec- 
tively than in the ‘opening one under tl 
hosding “*OrcaGladiator,” and the dramatic 
incidents attendant on tt ccessful attack 
on the levisthan of the ocean aro very 

forcibly and graphically depicted, as the 

following extract will show 


For about ten minutes or so the. great

BRITISH MUNIFICENCE. 

To-day is the last day of what has 
certainly been to Englaud and Greater 
Britain generally tho greatest year. of the 
century. Of retrospect there is enough in 
the daily papers ; one word only I should 
like to add, and that is on the subject of 
charity. Isuppose in no year in the world’s 
history has so great an amount of money 
heen given away as during the present your. 
In answer to the Prince of Wales's appeal 
on behalf of the London Hospitals a sum 
has been raised which will represent a 
yearly income of about £100,000 for these 
charitable institutions. For the sufferers 
from the dreadful famine in India consider- 
ably over half a million was collected by 
the late Lord Mayor, and from to-day's 

ypers I learn that fifty of the largest 

jequests of men who have died during the 
year add up to the enormous total of over 
tivo mil In this amount is included 
the W: juest which is estimated at 
something like a million, but independently 
of thnt the sum is magnificent and makes 
one proud of one’s nationality. It would be 
interesting if the total amount subscribed 
in charity during the year could be added up 
to know what the result would be. 


CHRISTSAS DEATH ROLL. 

Death has been busy during this Christ- 
mas season. In addition to Mr. Terriss, 
an account of whose shocking murder I 
sent you in my last letter, two men of 
eminence hare away since last I 
wrote.

Frank was retained in’ office by the Con- 
servatives, a position out of which he 
managed to ‘extract a vast amount of 
entertainment both for himself and tho 
House generally, by expressing his great 
satisfaction that his services’ were 50 
valuable as to make it impossible that his 
political antagonists could dispense with 
them. At York the Conservatives and 
Unionists have joined forces in recommend- 
ing that Lord Charles Beresford be invited 
to contest the vacancy, and as he has 
accepted the offer it seems more than 
robable that he will win the election, 
Tike Liberal candidate is Sie Ghristopher 
Furness, a man well-known in the North 
but not nearly so popular as Lord Charles 
Beresford. 

THE FONERAL OF MR. TERRISS 
last week drew together a vast concourss 
of people ; nearly every actor in London 
must have been present, also many. men of 
note outside the profession. Wreaths and 
floral tributes were sent by hundreds, _ 
including a beautiful one composed of 
lilies and orchids from the Prince of 
Wales, As a memorial of the genial 
actor it is proposed to collect funds for 
a life-boat, a steam ono if possible, as 
it is said to be much needed on the 
east coast. It would cost about £5,000 
which is a large sum to raise, but funds aro 
rapidly coming in and already more than 
£200 have been contributed principally by 
actors and actresses, Mrs, Helena Faucit 
Martin sendinga chequofor£30, and Messrs, 
Gatti, lessees of the Adelphi Theatre, £25,

RECENT FIRES. 
Rarely does Christraas come round with- 
out bringing in its train some terrible 
disaster either in tho shapo of fire or rail- 
way accident. This year las been no 
exception to the rule, as no less than threo 
largo fires and several small ones have 
been recorded within the last few days, 
four of which have unluckily entailed loss 
of life. The most horrible occurred last 
Monday morning in Dixie Street, situated 
in the very heart of a densely populated 
neighbourhood—no worse place could 
Possibly be imagined for a fire to break 
out. ‘The house was a small two-storey 
one, with two rooms on exch floor. On 
the’ ground floor the occupants were a 
Ia his wife, mother-in-law, and three 
law—above lived a man named 
Purvis with his wife and nino children, 
When the ground-floor tenant, Barber, got 
up at 6 o'clock he found the room full of 
smoke and on opening the door saw that 
the stairesse was on fire; he instantly 
raised an alarm and the members of his 
family succeeded in escaping uninjured. 
a fow minutes a fire engine and life- 
saving appliances were on the spot, but it 
was too Inte to save anyone on the upper 
storey, as about one minute after their 
arrival the roof fell in, so the only thing 
possible was to save the adjacent build- 
ings which were in great peril. When 
at last’ an entrance was effected, the 
scene that met the eye was horrible 
beyond description. ‘The father was 
away in Mile-end Hospital at the time, 
suffering from lung disease. When he heard 
of his loss the shock was so great that 
he succumbed within a few hours. Tho 
mother and children were all burnt to death 
or died from suffocation. Most were 
charred beyond recognition, some even 
limbless—in nearly all cases their attituies 
suggested futile efforts to escape from the 
flames so that their agonies must have 
been terrible. ‘The unfortunate father was 
alabourer, but through ill health had for 
some time been unable to work, so the 
mother assisted by the elder children had 
sustained the family by making match- 
boxes, the shavings from which naturally 
assisted the rapid spread of the flames. 
Another disastrous. courred at. King's 
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Lynn on Monday. Luckily in this case there 
was no loss of life, but thirteen shops were 
destroyed and damage was done to the 
extunt of £150,000. ‘The third large con- 
‘logration was at South Shields. In this 
case likewise a large block of shops was 
burnt out,meaning several thousand pounds’ 
worth of damage. Coming so soon after the 
great Cripplegate fire it must necessarily 
mean a heavy loss to some of the insurance 
offices and people are getting anzious about 
their dividends.

‘THE CHINA QUESTION. 

‘The formal announcement of the “‘leas- 
ing” of Kiaochou to Germany has been 
made this week. It has created no very 
strong feeling in this country. Germany's 
action scarcely squares with the dévotion 
to justice between nation and nation which 
she professes ; but we recognise perfectly 
that so long as Brit interests are not 
threatened it is not a question in which 
Britain has any cause to intervene. ‘There 
is, however, a stronger feeling than over 
that the com interests of England 
must be safeguarded ; and in this connec- 
tion there is disposition to view 
favourably the suggestion of a new Chinese 
loan guaranteed by the British Govern- 
mont. I bolieve if the Marquis of Salis- 
bury saw his way to accede to this sugges- 
tion for a guarantee by the British 
Government he would have the support of 
practically all political parties. Lord 
‘Beaconsfield’s great coup in the purchaso 
of tho Suez Canal shares was, of course, 
ridiculed and condemned by the Liberal 
Party at the time; but it is generally 
‘acknowledged now to have been an ex- 
cellent move ; and this commercial system 
of securing an ascendency in international 
questions has much to be said for it. ‘The 
rumours of a coming French annexation of 
Hainan have been revived by this positive 
announcement in regard to Kiaochou ; but 
there is no proposal in any substantial 
quarter that England should join in the 
raiding exploits undertaken by or attribut- 
ed to the other Great Powers. 

NEW YEAR HONOURS. 
‘The New Year has opened with the 


usual list of honours conferred by the 
Queen ; but after the shower of titles and 
































orders which fell some six months ago at 
the time of the Diamond Jubilee it was 
hardly to be expected that the list should 
prove very interesting. Sir W. Hozier, 
MP., and Sir Horace Farquhar, M.P., 
have been raised to the peerage, and two 
more parliamentary vacancies have thus 
been created. There are five re- 
cipients of baronetcios, including Sir Saul 
Samuel; and among the new knights one 
best-known name is that of

by contributing £25,000 to the Princess of 
Wales's fund for feeding the poor on the 
occasion of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 
‘THE BY-ELECTIONS. 

The long list of pending by-olections for 
Parliament, on which I commented a week 
ago, has received three additi-ns sinco tl 
one by the elevation of Sir Horace Farqu- 
har to the peerage, another by the lamented 
death of Sir Henry Havelock Allan at the 
hands of the Afridis, and the third by the - 
appointinent of Mr. Rees Davies, Member 
for Pembrokeshire, as Attorney-General of 
the Bahamas.

public patronage, since Mr. Rees Davies is 
a pronpunced “Radical and Home Ruler, 
whose seat is quite safe for his party.

‘THE GREAT INDUSTRIAL STRUGGLE, 
which is still in progress—a struggle, by 
the way, which at last seems drawing toa 
conclusion—not by mutual concessions and 
agreements but by the starving out of the 
men. Contributions ate coming in very 
slowly. The project of making a levy on 
all tho other trade unions of the country 
is not meeting with favour; and it seems 
to be practically cortain ‘that the men 
cannot carry on the struggle much longer. 
It is a thousaed pities that they did not 
accept the last concessions of the masters, 
which paved the way for an honourablo 
retreat. 
MR. CHARLES P. VILLIERS, 

the Fathor of the House of Commons, and 
the ldest man ia the world mho #9 not 
greatly distinguished for anything beyon 
his age, has just been celebrating his 96th 
birthday. Though very feeble in body, and 
bent double, the veteran statesman is in full 
use of his faculties. I have since quite re- 
cently received letters from him in which 
he bas assailed the policy of his quondam 
political associates with a wealth of energy 
‘which would have done no discredit toa man 
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of half his age. He has sat for Wolverhiamp- 
ton, or for a division of Wolverhampton, 
ever since 1835, so that he has probably 
established a record in Parliamentary mem- 
bership. Mr. Gladstone was first elected 
in 1839, and retired in 1894. The whole 
‘of that period was of course scarcely equal 
to Mr. Villiers's inembership ; but in addi- 
tion Mr. Gladstone was out of the House 
of Commons for a couple of years in the 
fifties, a break in his record which prevent- 
ed him from ever achieving the position of 
Father of the House of Commons. Of

L regret to say, a friend in the Riviera sends 
me rather disquieting news.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

The eyes of the United States are like 
—— other clvilieed nations now turn 
upon China. There is perplexity, inabilit 
to understand, a feeling that No one can 
know or predict what the next event will 
be, to whom directed, where or when execut- 
ed. The game of nations now playing in 
‘the Orient is yet hidden nor can one make 
certain who is likely to move his pieces next, 
whether any or all are playing for stakes or 
for amusement, what any plan of attack is, 
nor with whom rests advantage of position 
or men. 

‘WHAT DO THE POWERS MEAN? 

In so involved a situation it is small 
wonder that startling and often contradic- 
tory rumours float about, lack denial, and 
‘are perhaps ire hesitating credence until 
a newer and likely more startling report 
springs up. Perhaps it may not be speak- 
ing with uewarranted authority to say that 
Americans sum up the matter this way 
There are in this four Powers to consider 
seriously—England, Russia, Germany, and 
bh metre a fifth, France, which merits 
‘only mention. 

4S TO GERMANY. 

Giving Germany the honour of fist no- 

tice as being the most openly aggressive, 


Americans are prepared to expect from it 
the unerpected, ‘which is Lat another 





way of saying that one cannot foresee 
what the ambitious young Kaiser_will 
attempt. The German occupation of Kiao- 
chou showed scant respect for international 
custom and gave evidence of inviting 
trouble. It was a repetition of the con- 
duct recently adopted toward the feeble 
little island of Hayti, where the commander 
of the German warship gave the government 
but four hours to pay the indemnity demand- 
ed for alleged injustice done to the 

consul. But whether all this is but a 
perilous playing with fire in order to arouse 
the war spirit of the emp.re and secure the: 
authority of the Reichstag, often refused 
hitherto, for the creation of a modern navy, 
or whether, on. the other hand, the young 
Emperor is actually in earnest and itching 
for war and conquest—which of these is 
the true solution, I'say, Americans cannot 
yet determine. 


‘AS TO RUSSIA, 
it is believed that she would seize the 
opportunity that international disturbance 
would to extend-her -hold toward 
the South in’ Asia, especially on the coast. 
‘The report that her warships are wintering | 
in Port Arthur seems to give sufficient indi- 
cation of the truth of this prediction. She 
rests with that powerful arm outstretched, 
ready to grasp as much of that covet 
territory as can be had by shadow of excuse 
or power-of possession. Russia, to the 
American mind, is double the player that 
Germany is in this nations’ match. Bot 
have figured in nearly all the recent com- 
plications and Germany has been baulked at 








every turn. 
AS TO ENGLAND. 

It is, of course not to be expected that 
England could remain tranguilly inactive 
at such atime as this. But she is in this 
a conservative, placed rather on the de- 
fensive, unwilling to see the partition or 
the spoliation of China particularly when 
Russia would likely gain the greatest profit. 
‘Yet she has been slow to move. 

AS TO JAPAN. 

As to the figure that Japan makes at 
this time Jet me set down the curious con- 
jectures that a trained observer of inter- 
national politics prints, He says this :— 

“Suppose Germany has some:

Three diplomatic appointments of inter- 
est to China residents. have just been 
announced. M. Gérard, who has been on 
eave for some time, is appointed Minister 
at Brussels and is to be replaced at Peking 
by M. Pichon, now Minister to Brazil. 
‘M. Dabuil is promoted to, be Minister at 
Santiago, Chili, 
_ ‘The new French representative in China 
is even younger than his predecessor, being 
little niore than forty yenrs of age. Ho 
began life »s a Radical journalist and was 
for some years one of the principal col: 
Taborators of M. Clémenceau. He. was 
elected deputy for the Seine in 1885 and 
1889 but was defeated at. the next general 
election. He then discovered a leaning 
towards diplomacy and utilised his Parlia- 
mentary connections to such good purpose 
that he was appointed in 1804 Minister +0 
Hayti. He sassounnfterwards transferred to 
Brazil, whore hiv principal achievement was 
the negotiation of the arhitration arrange- 
ments for the settlement of the long-stand- 
ing dispute over the delimitation of French 
Guiana, M. Pichon's career is a striking 
confitmation of Gumbrtta’s saying: “Le 
isme mane & tout, é la condition dan 
In most, countries it would be 
regarded as mistaken policy to buy off an 
opposition journalist by giving him a pul 
~ appointment. If Lord Salisbury for 
stance did such a thing all the Radica 
young bloods, and perhaps some of his 
own followers as well, would regard it 
a8 a direct invitation to rush for the 
spoils.

‘THE CHINA QUESTION. 


Recent events in the Far East have ox- 
cited a great deal-of interest here. ‘Tho 
occupation of Kisochou by Germany, the 
arrival of the Russian squadron at Port 
Arthur and. the, Bri 
have created. a belief that the break-up of 
China has at last come within the range of 
practical politics. People here are asking 
when France is to take a hand-and what 
she is to get for her support of Russia. 
‘The assertion of the Daily Mai: that the 
French flagshad been hoisted on Hainan 
was officially denied yesterday but in such 
a very guarded way. that I for one am 
quite prepared to seo the news confirm. 
ed in a few days. There is not the least 
doubt that the annexation of Hainan would 
be welcomed by public opinion. Apart from 
the value of tho island, its acquisition would 
gratify French national pride by showing 
that France is strong enough to join in the 
colossal game of grib which seems to be 
beginning. Germany's action has been 
taken very quictly here, beenuse it has 
been confined to the north coast of China, 
where: France hus little or no interests. 
There is nothing whatever to denote tho 
existence of an understanding between 
France, Russia, and Germany. 

‘The newspapers’ have got off some 
wonderfal opinions on the Chinese. ‘Tho 
Figaro, for instance, says it is absurd to 
suppose China cannot oppose an effective 
resistance to a European fleet. Whenever 
the Chinese feel themselves threatened by 
Europe they will unite against the invader, 
and if need be the Japanese will help

A NEW PRENCH SHIPYARD. 


French shipbuilding has been at a low 
{ ebb for so many years that it is encourag- 
ing to hear of a new development of enter- 
iprise. The directors of the famous 
Creusot iron-foundry have decided to 
jestablish a large shipyard on the ‘Thaw 
‘inlet, near Cette. The preliminaries are 
f already well advanced and the construction 
| of the machine shops will soon be begun. 
‘The yard will give employment to some 
4,000 men. Its creation appears to be the 
[outcome of the recent enquiry into the 
condition of the French Mercantile marine. 
Several witnesses declared that they were 
obliged to order steamers from British 
or German yards because of the high prices 
cliarged by French constructors. ‘There 
‘are only three large establishments in 





























‘France capable of turning ont steam-hipe— 
the Forges et Chantiers de Ia Méditerranda, 
the Ateliers de la Gironde, and the Forges 
et Chantiers de Ia Loire. Of these the 
second and third work almost exclusively 
on Government contracts, so that the 
French shipowner is practically - bliged to 
apply to the Forges et Chantiers do Is 
Méditerranée if he wants to claim the. 
bourities on French-built vessels. The new 
Creusot works ought to add to the nails 
which the strikers are driving into the 
coffin of British shipbuilding.

to investigate the nature of the troubles 
and endeavour to settle in a just and im- 
partial manner the differences amongst, the 
‘Tibetan tribesmen concerned without 
further reference to the Throne. Instead, 
however, of the Tibetans being grateful 
for the Imperial desire to restore perce 
amongst our subjects, the tribesmen 
had the effrontery to rise up in arms and 
try to resist the authority of the said 
Governor-General, who was therefore com- 
pelled to despatch troops who soon over-ran 
thetarbulent districts and took pussession of 
all the villuges thereof. Subsequently 
the said Governor-General memorialised us 
recommending the absorption of the Chan- 
tui districts into Szechuan province, and to 
divide them into departments and districts 
(chow aud hsien), like those in China Pro- 
per, intead of allowing these Tibetans to 
continue tributaries as heretofore and to 
be governed by their own chiefs, Lama 
priests, and elders. This retribution the 
sid chiefs and Lamas had brought down 
upon themselves and they had only them- 
selves to blame. Eventually, however, it 
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inax come to our knowledge that the chiefs 
and Tamas concerned, whose ancestors 
down to the present generation had re- 
ceived much bounty and grace from the 
dynasty, really knew how to be grateful 
theref-r and were in truth most loyal 
tothe Thr ne, having no desire to re-ist 
the Imperial troops sent into their territory. 
Forther, that they had been led to res'st 
the aid Governor-General owing to the 
later having psid nv con-ideration to the 
feelings and prejudices of tribesmen, press- 
ing them so severely concerning the condi- 
tions of complete submission that the 
Tibetans had been compelled to assemble 
in arms to protect themselves from the 
injustice of the said Governor-General’~ 
age:te and their troops. 4s these charges 
ate Rerious we hereby command the raid 
Governor-General to vacate his post and 
allow Kung Shov, the Tar-ar-General of 
Clengtu, to act pro tem. as Viceroy of Sze- 
chuan, ‘The latter is he eby commanded 
to deal justly with the case of the Tihetans. 
‘We have further received » rrport from the 
said Tartar-General to the effect that the 
‘Tibetan chiefs and Lamas, «wing to their 
ine been traduced to the Throne by th» 
eaid Lu Ch‘uan-lin, which was followed by 
the sanction to absorb the territory of 
Chantui into Szech‘uan province, new ery 
out for justi d the return’ of their 
country ts themselves as of old, being in 
fact most loyal to the Throne. As tl 
vouched for by the Dalai Lama (Buddhi-t 
Pontiff nt Lassa) we hereby grant the Chan- 
tui chiefs and Lamas their prayer, and 
revoke the order to absorb their territory 
into Szechuan. But we must command the 
said Pontiff to select other Tibetans, whose 
ability and discretion have been proved, 
to take over the government of the said 
tersitory of Chantui, and it must also be 
known to the Tibetans that we have been 
further led to «ant their prayer through 
the vows of the said Dalai Lama and the 
Chantui chiefs that from henceforth no 
more attempts xt disturbances or raids 
into Chinese-territory will be made, but 
: that perfect loyalty and due observance of 
the laws will be observed by the Tibetans 
on the borders of Szechusu and other 
provinces of China Proper. We accept 
the above undertaking of the said Pontift 
and his subordinates, and exhort all to pay 
diligent attention to their duties and +o 
deserve this extra act of bounty on the 
part of the Imperial Throne. 

(2) We have received the annual report of 
the governor of Kuvichou, Wang Yii-tsa, 
concerning his various suberdinates who 
have shown excessive badness of character 
‘and conduct during the year about to close. 
He denounces Pao Ch’ien, prefect of 
Szenanfu, Kueichou, of extreme weakness 
of character and indecision which demons- 
trate his utter uselessness as a governing 
officer; the said prefect is ordered to 
resign his post forthwith.

"The Consor Chang Chao-lan denounces 
the practice now current amongst the 
department and district magistrates of the 
various provinces of the Empire of 
speculating on their own responnibility 
in the stores of reserve grain which are 
deposited in the emergency granaties of 
every walled city of the country, resulting 
frequently in the bankruptcy of the 
magistrates in question, who thereby be- 
come unable to make good their accounts 
to the provincial treasury when suddenly 
superseded or transferred to other posts. 
‘This is n most serious defect in the present 
day administration of local governments 
and steps should be taken to provent 
the recurrence of such delinquencies. 
The officials ought to bear in mind that each 
walled city is bound to retain in the local 
granaries an amount of grain proportionate 
to the size of the »opulation, to be used in 
times of drought, famine, wat, or pestilence 
as an emergency rererve for the protection 
of the inhabitants from want and starva- 
tion, the officials, however, being allowed 
to sell at their discretion a certain portion 
of the old grain when replaced by the 
addition of new grain received each year. 
Instead, of doing this in accordance with 
the regulations governing such sales, 
the said Censor charges the local magis- 
trates above-named with leaving tho old 
grain to rot in the emergency granaries 
while the newly received grain is manipu- 
lated in the markets. naturally at enhanced 
prices, to the benefit of the exploiters. The 
old grain in the raid granaries in time, of 
course, become sutterly useless, and the re- 
sult may be exsily imagined whenever the oc- 
casion calls for the distribution of emergency 
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‘grain to those requiring such aid. We 
‘would earnestly exhort the various Viceroys 
and Governors of our provinces to com- 
mene- at once to investigate into such 
-serious charges, and in order to bein anew 
it ie our wish that the various magistrates 
-concerned be commanded to sell out the 
entire stock .of reserve grain in the em- 
-ergency granaries and to place a certain 
portioy +f the monies so ed at 
interest. Fur her that each magistrate shall 
‘be compelled to send up annually to his 
superior officials an exact +t-tement of ac 
counts in this re-pect and these in turn are 
‘to be reported to the Throne at the end of 
each year by the eaid Viceroys and Gov 
nore, in order shat the Imperial Gove 
ment may know the exact amount of 
emergency grain and reserve funds placed 
at isterest in the various cities of the 
Empire. Let there be no more attempts 
at defrauding the revenues of the country 
‘by the above-noted conduct.

It was very satisfactory to us to find our 
anticipations realised ‘as to the taking up, 
by almost the entire body of shareholders, 
of the new capital asked for. What further 
funds we may: require towards promoting 
tho business of the company will be raised 
by the issue of Debentures; but wedo not 
propose to take immediate steps in that 
direction. 

‘You have. perhaps analysed the accounts 
of the company, comparing them with 
those of last year, but I may as well briefly 
draw the comparisons for thos» who have 
not doneso. In the working account rents 
show an increase of Tis. 32,340, and the 
increase in the expenses immediately con- 
tingent in them. is Tis. 2,425; towards 
which a higher land assessment and higher 
valuations for Insurance contribute, Gene- 
ral charges ‘show an increase of Tis. 918, 
due mainly: to the employment of an ovei 
‘seer of works which we have deemed de- 
sirable. Ayents’ remuneration is increased 














by ‘Ms 1,000. This is in pursuance of a 
yesolittion by the Board in July; Inst in- 
creasing their remuneration to Tis. 12,000 
per annum. The agents had represented 
that Tis. 10,000 did not adequately remu- 
nerate them for the increasing expenditure 
and work involved-in tve added and in- 
erensing business of the company. Tho 
question was carefully discussed—the ex- 
pendituro' referred to considered, and the 
conclusion come to was that the ‘contention 
was a reasonable one. The new agreement 
therefore was made, to which we trust you 
will not find reason to demur. 

‘Turning to the Assets and Liabilities, the 
several estates stand at their actual cost and 
this of course means something considera- 
bly under present values. Some ‘is. 
228,500 have been spent during the year 
in building and Tis. 134,000 moro will be 
required during the current year. Beyond 
that wo have no present intention-of 3 
plans have been indeed been made for the 
further utilisation of estates 2’ aud 6, but 
the present cost of building is such as to 
compel us:for the'time to put them aside. 

‘You will have noticed in the report that 
we propose to pay a dividend of 6} per cent 
for the half-year. It is obvious that the 
Working Account does not provide for all 
of this, some TMs. 11,000 coming out of 
profit on the Soochow Creek property. 
Another portion of this profit, with the 
premium on the new shares, we propose to 
pass to Reserve, a fund we are employing in 
the business of the company. 

I may venture in conclusion to say that 
the rentals for the present year promise a 
dividend nét less than that to be proposed 
for tho past year.

‘Shanghai Club.—The Repairs have cost 
more this year than last partly owing to a 
fire which Occurred in tho look out on the toy 
story and to the advancing years of the build- 
ing which has stood since 1863. The total 
amount expended on this head has been 
Tis. 1,794.60. ‘The Club Architects have also 
discovered signs of wealmess in the north- 
west corner of the Building and estimate the 
cost of reparation at Tls. 1,200, which has 
been ordered to be done.

Report for 1897. 

‘Tho Committes of the above institution 
havo much pleasure in presenting a more 
favourable report this year. ‘The large deficit, 
in tho accounts with ‘which they were bur- 
doned at the close of 1896 was entirely cleared 
by the proceeds of an entertainment most 
kindly arranged and carried out by Mrs, J. L. 
Scott and several friends which cleared $916. 

The subscriptions for the year have been 
$823.40. With this assistance, and with a 
fairly steady custom throughout the year, 

ented By one exceptioualy good month 
fovember last, when the receipts amounted 
to over $400, the Coffee House has been abl 
to pay its way, and there is even a balance in 
hand with which to begin the new year. 

In June last during the rejoisings in con- 
nection with Queen’ Victoria's “Diamond 
Jubilee” celebration, the Committe, with 
fhebelp of Mr. Brady, HLM. Consul, arranged 
for an excellent cold dinner for ‘over 100 
sailors, bluejackets aud merchant seamen, but, 
fhroagh the generosity of variour friend, al 
the food, drinks, cigars, ete., were provided 
free of cost. 
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‘The largest number of visitors to'the Coffee 
Houre end Reading Room, was in November, 
when they numbered 5,633, and $109.30 were 
taken ; the least good montk was December, 
when the receipts were only $147.25. It has 
been noticed lately that a good many men out 
of work have been going about Shanghai beg 

‘ng from the residents—who frequently give 
fhom'a dollar or two which in 9 cases out 
of 10 is spent in drink. It would be very 
much more advisable if benevolent people 
would give these men an order on the Coffee 
Hous, ‘lther for meals, or for board and 
lodging. §1 will provide a man with 3. goo 
meals and a night's lodging; if tho ceder 
is refused, it is safe to say that the man 
dogging is not really destitute, and only 
wants money for drink. A man can be kept 
achort time at the Coffee House while his 
cose is being inquired into, and if he is at all 
respectable, he will be glad to accept the 
chance of a decent, temporary sheltor. 

‘The management is still most satisfactorily 
carried on by Mrs. Ulbricht, and the Com- 
mitteo are indebted to Mr. Ulbricht for 
ing up the books and assistance in other 

juring his spare time, 
co again the Committee express their 
thanks for the daily looal papers kindly sup- 
plied free of charge, and for all other Papers, 
magazines, and other reading matter sent from 
time to time. Supplies of this kind are always 
welcome, and form one of the most attract 
foatures ‘of the Coffeo House to its seafaring 
visitors,

As a matter of 
fact the Municipal Council have as much 
control over contractors employed by 
private owners of property, as they have 
over their own contractor, In most cases 
the contractor employed :by the. private 
owner is the same individual as the Munici- 
pal Council-employ, und in every case the 
Municipal Council :have the .same control 
as they have over their own contractor or 
coolies. 

‘The management of scavenging the 
settlement, ‘removing nightsoil, ote., does 
not seem to be so efficiently done as it 
might be, witness scavengers’ carts and 
‘Municipal coolies carrying nightsoil in the 
streets of the settlement st 10 a.m. every 
day. But this is in no way due to the pre- 
‘sent system but to the manner in which it 
is enforced, and can only be remedied by 
more stringent regulations more efficiently 
carried out. 

‘The Council may rest assured that they 
will receive every assistance from Jand 
owners in any regulations they make 
tending to improve the sanitary condition 
of the settlement.

A CHINESE NATIONAL LOAN. 





We translate below the following Im- 
perial Edict issued on the 4th instant :— 

‘We have received the report of the 
Board of Revenue, made in obedience to 
our commands, with reference to a mem- 
orial by Huang Sze-jung, a member of the 
Supervisorate of Instruction of the Heir- 
Apparent, in which is recommended tho 
issuance of Government Bonds for the 

urpose of ‘raising funds for the Imperial 
xchequer. ‘The said Board having gone 
carefully and minutely over the memorial 
in question agree with the views con- 
tained therein recommending that “the 
Boatd of Revenue shall print one 
million Bond certificates (of Tis. 100 each), 
to be styled ‘Sincerity Bonds,” and dis- 
tributed for sale at Peking and in the various 
ee of the Empire, the said Bonds to 

ear interest at the rate of 5% per annum, 
tho same to be all redeemed by the Im- 
perial Government within the period of 
twenty years,’ interest to be paid up to 
date of redemption. The said Bonds are 
to be also saleable and transferable at all 
times within the above period and their 
actual value shall be guaranteed by tho 
Imperial Government. At the soveral 

eriods set for the redemption of the said 

fonds the holders thereof shall have 
liberty to use the said Bonds in mens 
of land taxes and salt duties. The said 
Bonds, shall be distributed and sold to all 
classes Of the country, beginning from the 
Princes, Dukes, and Nobles downwards in 
Peking and from the Tartar-Generals, 
Viceroys, and Governors in the provinces 
down to their civil and military sub- 
ordinates of every rank, grade, and cla 
whether substantive or expectant. Thess 
shallt buy up and pay cash for the said 
Bonds so as to set an example to the 
business men of the country. Those of 
the business classes and others amongst 
tho people of the Empire having shown 
a desire also to buy the said Bonds 
shall have perfect liberty to do so, in 
which case it shall be the duty of the 
Governor of the Imperial Prefecture of 
Shuntien, at Peking, and the various Tartar- 
Generals, Viceroys, and Governors in the 
provinces to proclaim at once to the people 
‘at large the regulations settled upon 
the said Board of Revenue governing tho 
issuance and sale of said Bonds. The said 
High Authorities shall also appoint deputies 
to explain to the people the true nature of 
the said Bonds and any attempts by the 
said deputies to take advantage of the 
occasion to extort and force the sale of the 
said Bonds upon the masses must bo 
strictly prohibited. ‘The deputies charged 
with the sale of the said Bonds to the 
people who shall succeed in obtaining large 
sums therefrom will be rewarded with ex- 
traordinary promotion in recognition of 
their energy and ability.” 

‘The said Board having agreed to the 
above-quoted proposition we hereby com- 
mand that the same be forthwith regarded 
as Law. 

In_a crisis like the present when 
the Imperial Exchequer is depleted, we 
feel sure that our Princes, Dukes, No- 
bles and Ministers in the Capital and 
the high authorities in the provinces 
who have been the recipients of our special 
Bounty will surely show their gratitude to 
the Throne Ly Acne responding to the 
needs of the Government. Nay, even the 
gentry, notables, and business men down 
to the common people must surely know 
their duty and loyalty to the Imperial 
dynasty and hasten to the succour of the 
“Throne at this moment of emergency. 
Finally, as it is decided by the said Board 
of Revenue that the present movement is 
entirely different from the former methods 
of calling upon the people of the 


























Empire to render help to the Imperial 
Government, nor will any force be permit- 
t-d to compel the masses to buy the said 
Bonds, the present scheme being on the 
basis of a commercial transaction where a 
regular interest shall be paid at stated 
intervals, we trust that there will be no 
delay in encompassing the object of this 
Loan and that our people will not simply 
wok on and remain indifferent (to the n¢ 

of the Empire]. Let the above be pro- 
mulgated to all the people of tho Empire. 





SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST 
DETECTIVES. 


A serious charge of torturing prisoners 
with the object of extorting confessions 
was preferred against three native detectives 
in the employ of the Council, at the Mixed 
Gourt on Friday. Tt appears that recently 
a native passenger by a steam launch from 
Soochow to Shanghai was robbed of a 
considerable sum of money on the journey. 
He accused two men who were employed 
on the launch of stealing the money and 
these two were accordingly arrested by the 
police. They denied their guilt, and were 
then taken by the three detectives charged 
yesterday to a tea-shop in Hongkew, 
where it is alleged they were subjected 
to various tortures to force them to make 
a confession. They maintained their 
innocence, and their employer took up the 
case and sent in a prtition to the Council, 
with the result that an investigation was 
made and the three detectives placed 
under arrest. The complainants detailed 
the nature of the torturés inflicted, one 
showing marks on his thumbs, which he 
alleged had been made by thumb- 
and the other exhibiting his ank! 
bore evidence of having been severel 
scored by a rope or something of the kind. 
A most formidable instrument of torture 
in the shape of a pair of heavy brass 
thumb-screws, which had been found in the 
tea-shop where the alleged torture took 
place, was produced in Court. The case 
was remanded until Monday next. 

It may perhaps be remembered that 
some time ago a native correspondent 
asserted in our columns that torture was 
constantly employed by the native detec- 
tives, but his statements were poohpoohed 
by the police.

INSURRECTION IN HAINAN 


——————— 

From, Hainan island, comes the news of 
a sorious rising. of the aboriginal tribes in 
tho mountainous department of Yenchou, 
about eighty miles to the southwest of 
Kiungehou, tho, chief city of the island and 
tho headquarters. of the Taotai of the 
Lei-Kiung Intendancy of Kuangtung 
rovince. The borigines, or Li tribesmen, 
avo so far plundered and consigned to the 
flames cleven military patrol posts and 
sight villages or hamlets, while 

harmless villagers have beet 
massacred by the savages at dato of wri 
ing the above (25th January). Another 
dispatch received from Hoihow, which is 
not very far distant from tho scene of 
the insurrection, reports that nearly 
3,000 disbanded soldicry and desertors 
are among the aborigines, and that the 
it the maraud- 
igth, being out- 
numbered almost three to one by the 
insurgents, in consequence of which the 
troops (four battalions or about 1,500.men) 
have been repeatedly defeated and have 
accordingly left open the road to Kiung- 
chou. Reinforcements sent from the last- 

















named city by tho Taotai, consisting of 
rogular troops and local trained bands, aro 
on their way to stem the incursions of tho 
aborigines, and the Vicoroy at Canton has

‘THE MURDER OF 'THE GERMAN 
SENTRY aT CHIMO. 


eee 

‘Wotranslate from the Der Ostasiatischer 
Lloyd the following official account of the 
murder of the sailor from S.M.S. Kaiser 
by a Chinaman at Chimo.—Already in 
January the town of Chimo was occupied 
by a detachment of the fleet to which 
belonged the sailor Schulze. On the night 





105 | of the 23rd and 24th of January he was 


standing sentry at the west gate of the 
city, a watch commanded by a petty officer 
boing in the guard-ruom over the gate, and 
another sentry near by on the wall. Schulze 
was assassinated shortly before 2 a.m. 
The sentry on the wall and the watch in 
the guard-room were alarmed by a shot 
and, hastening down, found Schulze lying 
on the ground with his discharged gun near 
him but no sign of the murderer. He died 
without having disclosed anything concern- 











ing the attack to which he had fallen a 
victim. 

‘The body showod two deep gaping gashes 
on the left side of tho head and neck, which, 


from their position, could only have been 
inflicted from behind, the artery of the 
neck being severed, so that death must 
have quicllly ensued from loss of blood. 

‘The head man of the district was at once 
made responsible for the arrest and judg- 
ment of the murderer and succeeded in 
arresting him after two days. 

‘He was a man owning a small shop for the 
sale of articles made of cow-horn in the 
vicinity of the gate, and confessed his crime 
before the Chinese magistrate, giving as 
his motive the fact that his’ shop had 
boen broken into and robbed in the night, 
a fact which he discovered upon examining 
his stock at night. Upon being led to the 
scene of the murder, he repeated his con- 
fession in the presence of German officers. 
The knife with which he committed the 
murder was found in his possession still 
covered with blood, subsequently recognised 
ashnman. The Chinese magistrate at once 
sentenced the murderer to death, but uj 
the head man of the district avowing that 
he was not in a position so confirm the 
sentence, the Governor at Chinanfu, to 
whom the occurence had been telegraphed, 
referred the matter to Peking, where, ho 
ever, the Government refused the autho 

mm, taking, in an utterly incomprehen- 
manner, the criminal under its pro- 
tection. 

‘To see that justice should be done, the 
German Admiral now called a Court-martial 
and tried the murderer according to Gor- 
man Jaw, and in compliance with a clause in 
the peccematiog issued to the population 
at the time of tho first occupation of the 
territory round Kiaochou Bay. 

‘The conclusion of the Court-martial was 
unanimously in favour of the death sen- 
tence, and the murderer was sentenced to 
be shot as prescribed by the law, when the 
head man came and begged that the crimi 
should be hended over to him, to be be- 
headed according to Ohinese custom, which 
was accordingly done publicly in Chimo on 
the morning of the 2nd of February. The

THROUGH A LONG DREAR LAND. 


A DESOLATE REGION OF CHINA. 
SIXTY-SZCOND ARTICLE, 
Tungehuan, China, 

It was the last day in September, a bright, 
cheery afternoon, when we left’ Yunnan: 
séng. Our host, ‘Mr. Jensen, accompanied. 
us to beyond the East Ga'e, which isagreat 
three-storied structure, buttressing the 
heavens with immense caves. ‘The sellers 
of sweetmeats and knick-knacks forsook 
their stalls to see the foreigners and their 
iron horses; there wero hearty hand-shakes 
many good wishes, and then we werg 
into the saddle spinniag, aay north-east 
towards the contre of China. ‘The plain 
was aglow with rice and poppy fields, and 
when we had crossed it the land was 
humped as though gisut moles had burrow: 
ed beneath the pastures, and on many of 
the wounds rose monoliths crowned by 
worn lions or dogs, tail-less and nosclees 
through stress of weather. We ran through 
a protected village. Thero was a big dry 
moat, and anks were crowned with 
dark-limbed pines. And beyoud this, when 
wo had biden. farewoll to the swampy 
fields where the buffaloes wero merrily wal- 
lowing in mire, we came to hills, torn and 
rent by mountain floods, but with shady 
copses in tho dells. 

whe shadows wero growing long as wo 
spun into the town «f Panchiao. Every 
body was sitting out-of-doors, eating their 
evening rice, But rice-bowls wero pitched 
d chnp-sticke lost.in the soxmpor 

Wo looked for some conveniont 
On reaching the far ond of the town 
wo had to turn back and search again. 
We asked the crowd to alow us the way, 
but they only grinned and yelled. Ond 
tall fellow, with only one eyo, aud pock- 
marked, gained the plaudits of his frionds 
by discourtrous criticism, and eventually 
little hustling. It was necessary to havo 
a amack at that one.oyed Chinese, if 
only. to ensuro a modicum of respect. 
Folks fell back. ‘Then they set their dogs 
nt us, Gerce parinh brates that sniff a 
foreigner half-a-mjlo off, and snatl and ob- 
struct the way worse than the 
Stambont. A ferocious monster 
fight. In aw instant ono of us drow a 
rovolver, and the next instant tho animal 
was lying yelping with s bullet in_ its 
shoulder. Thereupon the crowd receded. 
We found a hotel, and there was iio more 
bother, Whon we rode away-the, next 
morning everybody was respectful. But 
the only koictow wo received was front 
the man whose dog was killed, though, ho 
took the preliminary precau 5 
a taper at his doorway, either to propitiate 
us or as a safeguard against evil conse- 
quences. 

Commercial gentlemen and others who 
frequent the hostelries of far Cathay ‘havo 
8 habit—not unknown in more western 
Iands—of scribbling their names on the 
walls with accomipanying doggrel verse, or 
maybe some pious saying of Blencius. ‘Wo 
were examining cursurily this writing on 
the wall when we saw the naine, in femi- 
nine flowing hand, of ‘Lottie Graham.” 
We wore as much startled as though we 

























































had been a trio of Nebuchadnezzars. Who 
was Lottie Graham who wandered in un- 
known China, stayed at Chinese inns, and 
wrote her name above the beds? We were 
puzzled, we wore perplexed, we wore nox- 
plussed. “Lottie Graham ” had a faraway 
home-made smack about it. We racked our 
memories for the recollection of any Lotties 
among our acquaintances whose surnaime 
was Graham, And then it dawned upon us 
that among the good missionary ladies of 
Yunnan there wasa Mrs. Grubam. Pet- 
haps her first name is Lottie, and may ke 
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when she is weary of trying to convert the 
unconvertible Chinese she improves the 
evening hour by decorating the wal’s of 
hostelries with her own euphonious name. 
Perhaps ! 

There was more cycling the next day, 
fret through glades with tewples huif- 
hidden behind the trees, and then over 
hard clayey ground. We were in luck’s 
path, for ws had grown tired of ‘the 
undreds of miles of uncyclable tracks, 
and we bowled along in glee; and even 
our Rorers, with the enamel knocked off 
them, and ‘rusty from the rains, seemed 
glad that there was no work to do. When 
Wo pulled up at a village fur luncheon we 
had, as spectators, a bevy of country girls, 
as plump-cheeked’ and rosy ns any Devon- 
shire lasres, aud with smiling white teeth. 
They were a contrast to the fantastically 
clad, painted, carmine-lipped, blea-hed 
women we had seen in Yuunan city. But 
they all had that ‘ uippit foot it 
foot” s0 fashionable in China, and which 
‘made them hobble awkwardly, as though 
Practising on stilts.

As we pressed on our way cultivation 
prnually ceased. Yet up the slopes ofthe 

ills were terraces that had once blossomed 
with rice, But not one-twentieth grew 
now. Those untilled terraces were a bier 
testimony of the terrible vengeance wreak- 
ed onthe Matiomedans after the rebellion 
of twenty years ago, The Imperial. troops 
spared wot, and the land for hundreds 
of miles was depopulated. It will be a 
couple of centuries before Yunnan is popu- 
Tous agsin, 

But even these bare torraces were left 
Dehind in time. Every dozen miles was 
taking us into a region increasingly drear, 
and barren, and cold. We anticipated 
sleeping in'a damp mud hovel. Our de- 
light, however, was great when, slipping 
over the brow of a hill, we ran into a cosy 
little inn, There were actuallystra illu- 
tiona on the walls of our room. One re- 
presented a benevolent old fellor—with 
‘a forehead that reached to the nape of his 
neck, and disploying enough brain space 
to accommodate three H-rbert Spencers— 

. ‘sitting astride o cantankerous donkey who 
was trying to buck, But with such a 
“weight of intellect upon him he was not 
ikely to succeed, On another wall was 
the representation of a f-ast ina garden. 
“Whether it was the beginning or the finish, 
sof the feast was not clear. Probably it 
was the finish, for two ofthe guests were) 
drowsy, and displayed an inclination to 
slip under the table, and while the host 
was scowling at the bill just presented by 
the smirking waiter, his chief guest was 
-purloining something off his plate—which

inn was a delightful fellow. 
litele, rund, porcine person, with tiny 


twinkling eyes and very red checks. He 
was always Inughing. We christened him 
“Smiling Mora.” 

Breakfast was taken next dey under the 
gaze of the entire po: n. We were 
used to that sort of thing. The jabbering 
and the laughter of two hundred folks, 
perched on every coizn of vantage, did not 
interfere with our appetites. Not in the 
least. We cvuld not, however, appreciate 
the jokes, because we did not unders'and 
Chinese sufficiently. But wo were very 
fanny, nevertheless. “Now just look at 
those ubsurd foreigners,” we could imagine 
somebody was saying, “look how tight 
their clothes fit them, instead of being nice 
and airy, like ours. And did you ever see 
such barbarians! Look, they have put 
down their chop-sticks and are sticking 
food int» their m-uhs with three-pronged 
things! They've all got beards ; «ne of 
them has a ret beard and grey eyes. What 
as'range monster of a hunan being to have 
ared beard and grey eyes! And they 
haven't got a queue between the three. 
Let us stone them.” Whether that’s the 
way they reasoned we don't know. But 
when the stone-throwing commenced, we 
moved back. We were not hit. One of 
the missiles, however, caught Smiling Morn 
in thestornach, Welaugied. Everybody 
else laughed, and the stone-throwing 
ceared. All you have to do when a 
Chinese mob looks dangerous, is 1 laugh. 
A. good, full-blown guffaw has the sa 
effect on'them as Orpheus’ lyre lind on wil 
beasts. We aro adepts at laughing. 


‘There was a nasty, murky drizzle as wo 
rode away from Yanglin, We had no 
fueling agninst the people. But wo wore 
glad'to seo three heads suspended in cages 
outside the gates, und hoped it would not 
be long bebre the tw» remaining empty 
cages were also occupied. $ ill, we don’t 
care very much for dead men’s heads, and 
we hurried, ‘Tho hurry, however, was a 
poor affair. There wore yards of road on 
which to cycle, and miles on which not to 

‘There was slush. We plodded and 
ed ull day. Indeed, for m#ny days 
id nothing but plod and splash. One 
day wo travelled twenty-seven miles. But 
usually we were content with something 
approaching tiventy. Bicycling became a 
thing to dream about, not to do. 

Food, by the way, was poor and scarce. 
It looked like taking couls to Newcastle, 
but we were carrying our own tea through 
the Celestial Empire. At Yunnan we laid 
in a stock of Puerh tea. It was ind-ed 
poor stuff. Still, itis famous among the 
Chinese, and we have it on anthor:ty that 
tho Emperor drinks nothing cle. A 
gentleman resident in the Flowery Land 
‘once sent. a packet of favourite buds to a 
friend of his who was an expert in Mincing 
Lane. He sitply gave it its botanical 
name. Camellia thea ; Linn., or some more 
obtrusive Latin name a line and a-half long. 
‘The Mincing Lane friend replied: “I g-t 
the packet all right and brewed the con- 
tents, It just shows what muck can be put 
on the market under the name of tea.” Per- 
haps we also thought it muck. Yet we have 
tasted good Chinese tea in our time. It 
was near Oxford Circus. But Chinese tea in 
\don is no more like Chmnese tea in 
China than Henry Irving is like Falstaff. 
It requires a lot of preparation to make one 
believe it is the real article, Rummage 
among your old newspapers, and in the 
Mercurins Politicus of the 20th of Sep- 
tember, 1658, you will find the first Eng- 
lish advertisement of tea: *That Excel- 
lent and by all Pl approved Ci 
nee drink, called by the Chmeants, Teha; 
by other Nations Tay, al'as Tee, is sold at 
the Sultanes Head Cophee ‘House, i 
Sweetings Rents, by the Royal Excl 
London.” The largest importers and lar- 
















































































ds au ungentiemanly thing even for a 
‘Chinese guest to do. The landlord of that 


gest dealers of to-day have a different 
style of advertising their wares. 








In the hill-side huts where we halted, wo 
found anything but comfort or cleanliness. 
The way the Chinese write ‘home,’ 
whether it be on the earth below or in the 
heavevs above, is with two signs ; one re- 
presents a roof, and the other represents a 
pig. It is an ides] description, ‘* What is 
home without a pig?” asks a Chinese, 
and the reply is us difficult as to Pilate’s 
famous query. 

So our shelter was not infrequently 
nothing but a roof, and we had thy pigs 
for company. They gruated churlishly 
when we disturbed them, as though re- 
senting the intrusion, The peasantry seom- 
ed to subsist chiefly on maize instead of 
rice. There was far less ease or cleanliness 
than can be found in an East End two- 
penny doss-house. Indeo!, the Cl 
generally don’t know what taking it easy 
means, They have no saddlebag chairs, or 
luxurious lounges, or spricg mattresses, or 
eiderdown quilts, When a mau is rich he 
doesn’t collect pictures or bronzes or first 
editions, He buys » European silver watch 
and wears it on his jacket like a medal, 
In time, his recklessness may go to the 

urchase of an alaram clock, avd should 
he own a Ittle Swiss time] 
scantily-clad youngster on a swing acting as 
pendulum, he henceforth is the authority 
on international affairs for the province, 

China isan out-of-the-way place. Walpole 
used to tell a story of the Duchess of King- 
ston, who, on being informed that the end 
of the world was at havd, declared thvt she 
would start for China without del We 
might have beon cycling round the extinct 
craters of the moon fur all we knew of what 
was happening in the western world. Ono 
day was much like its predecessor. Tho 
only variation was, maybe, highor hills to 
climb, and more frequent downpours of 
rai 





























One morning our path led to a long 
stretch of valley. But the roadway was a 
ditch, and the machines refused point- 
blank to tre ‘There was a persistent 
downpour, which made us miserable, 
Our lunch was of boiled maize, We saw a 
man killing sheep, and for the eq 
valent of fourpence we bought five pounds 
of mutton to convert into soup that night, 
‘Things were vory chi Once wo bought 
an eight-pound leg of mutton fur twopence- 
farthing. The price for a night’s lodging 
was often not more than fifteen cash @ 
hovd, about a halfpenny. 

‘Yet again we mounted among the hills, 
all and fissured by tempestuo 
hurricanes. The fist-like rocks were w 
ther bleached. The path was faintly 
marked, and now and then we wandered 
astray. But generally there were goods- 
carriers about, coolies with immenso 
weights swung at each end of a bamboo 
pole, and they put us right. It was vory 
cheerless, There was a marrow-freesing 
wind, and the moorland heights were 
wrapped in chill white mist. 'Powards 
evening we edged into another valley, 
‘The rain ceaced, the haze lifted, and 
we had a scene like wildest Westinore- 
land recovering from a thunderstorm, 
Just_as we were entering tho village 
of Lushuho, we met a crowd setting 
off toa neighbouring hamlet to bring in a 
bride. “There were five or six musicians 
clad something like Highlanders, but wear- 
ing travesties of the high-crowned Welsh 
hat. One man was carrying a tub as a 
gift to the bride's parents, “Another was 
carrying a hunk of pork, » third had a 
basketfull of tinsel gewgaws. And when 
we found the inn, besides our mutton 
broth we were able to.have porridge. Ib 
was not just the same as the Midlothian 
“parriteh,” but it served. The people came 
avd looked: at us, smiled and gossipped. 
‘They were friendly. ‘There was no imper- 
tinent crowding of our room. ‘They yener- 
ally stood at twenty yards’ distance, and as 
everyone explained to everyone olse who 
and what we were, there were the constant 
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exclamations of Hai-ya, which comprehen- 
sivély means, “Deary mo,” ‘You don't 
say 60,” “Well I never,” and half-a-dozen 
other things. 

‘All the next day we wandered over 
darren hills, that were cloaked with clam- 
my cloud, and were various in their stern 
black repulsiveness. The halting-place at 
nivht was a mud hut set down on a mass ! 
of filth. There was a rank compound of 
villainous smells. There was no door or ; 
window, or rather, it w»s all door and 
window. Drangh's we e plenteous. One 
might as well have shut the gate of a field 
to prevent the horse catching cold as’ en- 
dwasour to close out those draughts. One 
‘of us caught such acold he could hardly 
speak the truth for several days. 

We went up many more hills.than we 
came down. One morning, after clamber- 
ing along the rugged edge of a precipice we 
‘came upon an expanse of wind-swept desola- 
tion, It was bleak wilderness everywhere. 
‘The few folks wo met wore sheepski 
‘We had no overcoats or extra apparel, 
we shivered. With limbs blue and numbed, 
we came across a shanty made of mud, and 
propsred ourselves somo tea. When we 
went on the mist enshrouded us worse than 
ever, and our beards were heavy with dew. 
We could not see ten yards before us. All 
wo knew was that on our left was a steep 
cliff, and when we looked: over tho edge of 
the yawning depth, we thought of what 
might happen through any false step. 
Down in another valley we came across 
fat-faced, germinal-nosed Colestial, wh: 
oceupstion in life. wi 
blowing at damp leav . 
80 that he could cook rico. Wetand weary 
we got to Chechi at night. Too tired to 
bother about food, we lay down on straw, 
‘and the rain.trickled in on us through a 
leaky roof. z 

‘On the eighth day out of Yunnanseng we 
reached Tungchuan. It is » good-sized 
city lying on the edgs of a fruitful plain, 

nd has a special temple on an adjoining 

ere there is a god to watch i's 
well We didn’t climb to it, We 
had had enough climbing, and with mo: 
in store to last us for this world anil a good 
part of thenext. One of us, however, in 
the afternoon, went for # stroll to the 
Confucian Temple, situated in a cool gr.ve, 
and where there was some really fine 
carving, both in stone and wood, fantasti 
and yet graceful. There were many folks 
who wanted us to ride on our machines 
up and down the streets of Tungchuam, 
But wo said our iron horses wore tired and 
als admitted 
this was reasonable and wero not pressing. 

Indeed, the folke of Tungchuan were 
just then under the mild excitement of 
‘one of its young men having passed tho 
examination at Yunnan to become a man 
darin. ‘The young man placarded the 
town with the fact, and on the day we 
arrived he had. the coffin of his uncle 
shifted. ‘The uncle, it: appears, had 
yours before been Iain to rest’ with his 
toos pointing nor’-east. A local necro- 
mancer discovered the old gentlemin could 
never be happy in this position, and so 
the youth celebrated his scholastic victory 
by having his relative’s toes turned north. 
The young man was the lion of the 
hour, and was no doubt the recipient of 
many invitations to afternoon tea-drinkings. 
But his mother rather put the snuffer 
upon any complacent conceitedness on his 
part. She also issued a placard. It stated 
that she had been a willow Sfteen years, 
that she had never thought of marrying 
again, that remaining a widw always 
brought good fortune to the children, and

THE JIJI ON NAVAL 
EXTENSION. 


JAPAN'S CHANCES AGAINST THE ALLIED 
POWERS. 

‘The following article from the Jiji Shimpo 
on the need for the extension of Japan's 
navy will be read with interest at a time 
when so many rumours are abrovd ss to 
the intentions of the Government either to 
contract or postpone the scheme :— 

Our object in demanding the extension 
ofthe navy is merely for the purpose of 
self-defence, to avoid the danger of war, 
and to maintain the security of the Em: 
pire, and nothing more. It may bo said 
that, if such be the object, the existing 
naval scheme will be quite ‘suficient, and 
there will be no need of oxtending the 
nary by an additional 200,000 tons, making 
its total strength 400,000 tons. ‘In our 
opinion the existing scheme cannot secure 
the naval supremacy of Japan in the Far 
East; it will place it only on an equal 
footing with a possible onemy, and tho 
country could not thereforo foel free from 
danger. Japan's schome for tho extension 
of her armaments is well-known to the 
whole world. The plan is to provide «. 
standing army of 500,000 and to be in a 
position in a time of emergency to send 
abroad at a moment's notico an army of 
200,000 or 300,000. East of the Suez Canal 
there is no other country but Japan able to 
do that, Wo are assured that, even if two 
or three of the strong Powors of Europe 
combined to. attack Japan, we are in a 
position to prevent the landing of a single 
soldier on our shores. ‘This thought is 
reassuring to the Japaneso nation. Ta 
considering tho naval scheme, we shall 
find that it aims at bringing up the total 
displicement of the fleet to not more than 
200,000 tons in tho next six or seven years, 
It is very doubtful whether a navy of 
200,000 tons is sufficient to secure the 
safety of the country and avert tho danger 
of a war. In discussing the question of 
warfare, it is necessary to imagine  pos- 
sible enemy and comparo its. strength of 
armaments with our. own. Viewed from 
the present position of affairs, Russia, 
France, and Germany are apparently 
allied,’ and the united force of the 
navies of the threo allied Powers in the 
Orient seems to be equal to our own naval 
force. _If both sides fight with the existing 
force, Japan has no cause to fear the com- 
bination, but the allied Powers may feel 
the same. ‘Tho Kinochou affair is not 
sufficient to provoke tho outbreak of a 
hostile feeling on the part of the Japaneso 
nation, but in the ovent of there being any 
subsequent developments which will nob 
admit of Japan remaining silent any longer, 
it may perhaps impel Japan to challengo 
the three Powers and wage war against 
them, as the naval scheme is now almost 
completed and the spirit of the people is 
very active, Should Japan by good fortune 
prove victorious and crush the squadrons 
of the allied Powers, repeating thy vie- 
tory of tho Yellow Sea, it will be a 
very happy omen for Japan. It must bo 
borne in mind, however, that the enemy 
is not China,’ but the strong Powers of 
Europe. The Chinese navy collapse! in 
one fight ;_but it will not be so with the 
European Powers. ‘They would soon equip 
other squadrons without a doubt. ‘The 
Japanese navy will doubtless suffer very 
heavy damago in the first fight and loso 
one-half of its fighting power, and if the 
second squadrons of the enemy appeared 
before the repairs of the Japanese squadron 
were completed, the result can be imagia- 
ed. It would therefore be extremely ha- 
zardous for Japan to fight the allies, with 
her navy only equal to theirs in strength. 
Suppose Japan were able to rout the second 
squadrons of the allied Powers, could 











Japan rest at her ease? No, not at all. 
ere is a still greater danger. The 
British navy is most formidable 
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At present an Anglo-Japanese ‘alliance is 
spoken of as aaot-off against the alliance of 
the three other Powers, and, looking to the 
present sitaation’ of afairs, some benefit 
might be derived from an Anglo-Japanese 
alliance. But in the event of Japan 
crushing the squadrons. of the three 
allied Powers. and becoming supreme in 
the Orient, it is extremely doubtful whe- 
ther Great "Britain would treat Japan a3 
she does at present, Place Japan in the 
position of Great Britain. It would not be 
to the advantage of Great Britain that 
Japan should have everything her own 
way in the Orient, and it is plain that 
the two countries will come to blows 
at last. And it would be natural for 
Groat Britain to attempt to give a 
heary blow to Japan before she had re- 
covered from her wounds, and thus check 
hor self-assertion. The 'Britishers, who 
are born wise and smart, would never miss 
that opportunity for chastising Japan. 

The Jiji explains that this is only an 
imaginary eketch of what might happen. 
The relations of Japan with the other 
Powers are of 8 most amicable nature, and

Already rough estimates are being made 
of this year’s shipments of tes from Ceylon, 
and Messrs. Forbes and Walker put it at 
124,000,000 Ibs., of which 103,000,000 Ibs., 
they think, are likely to be sent to the 
United Kingdom. Bat till the returns 
sent in to the Central Planters’ Association 
by the District Associations are made 
known, all anticipations must be mere 
guesses, for, however skilful one may be at 
working on past crops and past estimates 
there is one element that is always liable 
to throw a Colombo estimate out, and that 
isthe quantity of new land coming into 
bearing.

Commission, has halted for a few days at 
Allahabad en route to Calcutta. ‘The pro- 
gramme of proceedings of the Commission 
is not yet definitely settled, but wo under-

is considered desirable. 

‘The Queen has been pleased to confer the 
honour of aG. ©. S. I. upon Sir George 
White, Commander-in-Chief in India, and 
the honour of a K. O. I. E. upon Sir Francis 
Maclean, tho Chief Justice of Bengal, in 
recognition of his services in connection 
with the Indian Famine Relief Fund. 

Reports from both the Peshawur and 
Kohat border show that tho Afridis are 
feeling severely the effect of the measures 
resorted to in the Tirah, Bara, and Bazaar 
valleys, and the maintenance of a strict 
blockade is making their position still more 
uncomfortable. Still the Zakka Khel make 
no sign of submission. ‘The future garrison 
of tho Tochi Valley will consist of two 
squadrons of cavalry, four mountain guns, 
and four battalions of native infantry 
four Maxim guns.

hai, and when witness on behalf of his 
friend pressed for payment, he stated that 
he had no money now but would meet the 
obligation when he had. 

In reply to the Acting Chief Justice 
plaintiff added that the notes were payable 
to bearer but furthermore he had the au- 
thority of his friend to collect the amounts 
specified. He was not now, however, in a 
Position to. produce -the written authority 
of his friend constituting him agent. 

The caso was adjourned for a fortnight 
to enable the plaintiff to communicate with 
his friond in Hongkong and submit to the 
Court written authority to sue.

U.S. Prope v. Gay. 

‘Thomas Gay, A.B., belonging to tho 
‘American ship’ Zuzon, was charged with 
attempting to set fire t» that vessel .on 
‘Tuesday night. 

Prisoner pleaded guilty, and made a 
statement to the effect that on Tuesday 
night he went on board and took an 
old pair of drawers from his bunk. Ho 
soaked them in kerosene, set them on fire, 
and dropped them down the ventilator 
into the fore-hold. Prisoner could not 
say what his object was for doing so. He 
had been ashore, but had not ‘been drink- 
ing. He had had some trouble with his 
shipmates, but not with the officers. Ho 
joined the ship on the 19th of August last, 
in New York. After he had dropped the 
burning drawers into the hold “he woke 
up the other men, as he felt sorry for what 
ho had done. Could not say what mado 
him do it. 

Cspt. Park, of the Luzon, was called and 
sworn. He said that frisone joined the 
ship in New York. Witness never 
had trouble with him personally, but a fow 
days after leaving New York thero was 
some trouble between prisoner and the 
officers. Prisoner went on shore on Tues- 
sy evening without applying for leave. He 
could not say if prisoner had been drink- 
ing, but heard so, On Tuesday night 
witness was on bosrd the ship McLaurin 
with the Captain and returned on board 
the Iazon on Wednesday morning. The 
mate then showed him 8 bucket con- 
taining some burnt rags and said that 
during the night some-one had dropped 
the rags, soaked with kerosene, into the 
"tween-decks and tried to set the ship on 
fire, Witness sent to the McLaurin for 
in Oakes, who came on board and 

the fire, Allthemen were called 
below and asked about it, but no ono 
admitted doing it. Prisoner was the first 
man questioned and he denied having 
any hand in it. He said he came out 
on deck during“the night and saw smoke 
issuing from the ventilator. Witness 
had him placed in irons and brought to 
the Consulate. Robert Douglas, mate of 


























the Luzon, was called. Ho. said that be- 
tweon twelve and one o'clock on Tuesday 
night the prisoner came to him and said, 
“The watchman is asleop and the ship's on 
fire.” Witness got out of his room as 
quickly as possible and went down below, 
mere he foand some pieces of charred rag, 
one of which was amouldering (Witness here 








produced some burnt rags and a piece 
of flannel soaked in, Kerosene). Tho 
woodirork of the ship wag just charred 
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sufiicient’,y for one to see that there had been 


2 fire ‘cere, 
_. Prisoner—There was no part of the ship 

‘burned at all. What was burned was a 
piece of plank—damaged—that had been 
thrown down the hold. 

Witness—The part of the vessel which 
was burned is quite visible. His Honour 
(to witness)—Well, you take care that the 
part of the ship which you say is burned is 
not disturbed until I have seen it. 

« Nils Eriksen, a seaman belonging to the 
Invon, said that on Sunday night prisoner 
told him that be wanleaving the Duzon to 
go tothe “Cleveland.” The conversation 
took place outside the door of the ‘‘Cleve- 
Jand.” . Prisoner was not drunk. He said 
if he could get away from the Z1zon he was 
going to take a situation at the “ Cleveland” 
and'trould do something to the ship before 
he left. He did not say what he would do. 

.J. Connolly,.seaman on board the Inzon, 
said that. prisoner told him on Monday 

evening that he would like to see the ship 
burn, and that he was not going to sea in 
her any more, as he was going to “run” 
for the “Cleveland.” Witness saw him 
on board on. Tuesday when the fire happen- 
ed.° Prisoner said nothing about the fire 
tohim.: Jacob Hopmeister and C. El 
“trom, ‘seamen ‘belonging to the Lucon, 
gave corroborative evidence. 3 

Prisoner, in reply to the Court, said he 
went on board, soaked a pair of drawers in 
kerosene and put them down the ventilator. 
As svon as he had done this he was sorry 
for itand went and called the mate. He did 
not know why he did it. He had got a berth 
as “runner” for the ‘“Clevcland House.” 
He had not spoken to the captain about 
and had never said that he wished the ship 

ral times when he 
said he would like to 
seo her blow up. He had no money coming 
to him and bad not asked for his discharge. 
His ides was to do something that would 
procure his discharge from the ship. 

‘The hearing of the case was then adjourn- 
ed until 3.30 in the afternoon in order that 
His Honour and the Associates might visit 
the Luzon. 

On resuming after tiffin, 

His Honour said.—The Associates and 
myself have been to the ship, and we have 
seen the traces of thefire. The charge against 

jis man is a charge of arson—which con- 
sists in maliciously or deliberately setting 
or attempting to set fire to any building or, 
in this casé, a vessel, ordinarily occupied 
by human beings. The essence of the 
charge is the danger to human life, and 
not primarily the destruction of  pro- 
perty. Tn’ this case there: were seven- 
teen people sleeping on this vessel... This 
setting on fire, or attempting to set on 
fire, took place between twelve o'clock and 
fone o'clock ‘at night, and the vessel was 
then’ lying in the ‘middle of the Woosung 
River, opposite to the mouth of the Yang. 
tzepoo Creel, and ‘was. lying in such a 
situation that these sailors and officers, in 
caso of the ship burning, had.only their 
choice of being burned to death or being 
drowned in attempting to get ashore. It 
was a physical impossibility for any sailor 
who jumped off that ship, lying where she 
was and with the tide running as it was 
then, to swim ashore. 

The prisoner is not a citizen of the 
United ‘States, by birth or adoption, but 
while on the articles of an American ship 
he comes under the jurisdiction of this 
Court. ‘The Associates have to determine 
as to whether this man is guilty of the 
charge of attempting to set fire to this ship 
maliciously and deliberately and whether 
there was such burning, destroying the 
fibre of the wood of the vessel as 
would constitute arson, He has con- 
fessed that he attempted to set fire to 
the ship with kerosene and this con- 
stitutes the crime of arson, provided 
the woodwork caught fire enough to destroy 
any of the ‘fibre of the woodwork. This 
is the question you (Associates) have to 





























determine after having seen the burned 
ship with your own eyes. As this man has 
owned to ‘his guilt, you will only have to 
decide whether the conditions found on the 
ship are such as are necessary to make the 
crime arson.. The fact that the crime was 
committed at night will make it arson in 
the first degree, if you decide it to be arson 
atall. 

‘The Associates concurred in the opinion 
that the case was one of arson in the first 
degree. 

His Honour—This man is guilty of arson 
in the first degree. (To prisoner) You will 
remain in prison to be dealt with, and the 
Court will take your sentence into con- 
sideration.

Thomas Gay, A.B., belonging. to the 
American ship Luzon, ‘was brought up for 
sentence for attempting to set fire to that 
vessel on Thursday night. 


In reply to the Court, the prisoner said 
he had nothing to say before sentence was 
pronounced. 

His Honour, in passing sentence, said : 
I have considered - your case very care- 
fully and the crime of which you stand 
here now convicted in a very serious 
one. It is not only a question of the 
destruction of a great deal of property, but 
a question of seventeen human lives which 
were at stake on that ship. I have seen 
the ship and the place where the ship lies, 
and if you had delayed calling the mate 
when you did Ihave not the slightest doubt 
that, most of these men would have lost 
their lives by being burnt to death or by 
being drowned in attempting to reach tho 
shore, running as the tide was then. 
The ship is a wooden ship, an old ship, and 
had she caught fire she would have burned 
like a match-box. When you threw that 
burning rag down the ventilator you took 
into your hands the lives of those seventeen 
men, You not only endangered your own 
life, but the lives of all on board. You are 
just as morally guilty of the attempted 
imurder of those seventeen men as though 

ou had gone into the cabin with a knife. 
There cannot be too much consideration 
upon that point. You have no excuse for 
doing what you have done. It was not 
done in a fit of anger. You evidently had 
deliberately made up your mind to do it. 
‘You cannot excuse yourself on the grounds 
of drunkenness, for you were perfectly 
sober at the time, and you would not have 
been justified in acting as you did had you 
not been sober. You had ‘not been hang- 
ing round a saloon that night, but, on 
the contrary, had been to the BMission 
and had come under its good influences. 
You have said that you wanted ‘to see the 
ship burned out, that you wanted to see 
her blown up, that you wanted the ship to 
go to the bottom of the sea. You had no 
reasonable case aguinst the captain and 
officers of the ship: you have complain- 
ed of no brutality nor any illtreatment 
on their part; and there was nothing 
shown in this Court that there was any- 
thing between you and your 
except the petty quarrels which are 
usual between sailors. There is, however, 
one point in your favour, and that is the 
fact that you were afraid of what you had 
done and that you called the mate." At the 
same time this is a very small point. It 
‘was evident that you thought very little of 
the lives of those other seventeen men. 
This Court has determined that all sail- 
ors coming on American ships—whether 
American citizens, or not—to this, and so 
far as I can influence it, all other ports on 
this coast, who wilfully and maliciously en- 
danger property and the lives of sailors 
coming here shall be dealt with severely 
and the sentence of this Court is that you 
imprisoned for a term of two years, with 
hard labour.

©. Petersen and James Anderson, two 
seamen of the’ American ‘ship’ Luzon, 
appeared to answer charges of disorderly 
behaviour. Petersen's head ‘was enveloped 
in bandages whilst Anderson who was hand- 
cuffed had both eyes blackened. 
Petersen complained that when he went 


aboard the Luzon on Wednesday night he * 


was challenged out by Anderson to fight, 
‘The challenge was accepted and Petersen 
admitted hitting .his adversary three 
times. Shortly afterwards: he -turied~in, 
when he heard Anderson threaten to kill 
everybody in the ship. The forecastle lamp 
was thrown into bunk and Anderson com- 
monced to brandish a razor and producing 
a bottle of whisky broke the bottle over 
Petersen’s head. “The last-named in reply 
to the Consul-General now said the blow 
did not hurt him. He remembered when 
he woke up that his faco was covered with 
blood and that some of his companions were 
picking glass out of his face and hair. He 
had being ashore drinking. 

Anderson. now said that he and another 
of his shipmates bought -the. whisky in 
Broadway. . 

Mr. Goodnow: Where did you get 
it?—I do not know. It was a Chinese shop 
in Broadway. ‘Then two more chaps came 
up, and then two more, We got some 
more whisky. 

How much altogether?—We got four 
bottles. - 

Quart bottles ?—Yes. bs 

How much dia you pay for them ?—Thirt, 
cents a bottle, 

‘You drank all that whisky—four bottles ? 
—We finished it between us. 

Iwould like to know precisely where you 
got that’ whisky from ; cannot you tell me 
the number of the shop in Broadway ?—I 
cannot. It was ashop near the Broadway 





Bridge, just over the Bridge from here, 
Whet did you ask for ?— Whisky. 
Thoy sold you this stuff for thirty cents 


a bottle as whisky ?—Yes. 

Witnesses were called who spoke to see- 
ing the disturbance, which it appeared 
was due to a drunken qurrel. 

Petersen was fined ‘85; ordered to pay 
half the Court costs, and to remain on 
board the ship until she was ready to sail 
under pain of imprisonment; and Anderson 
was fined $10, ordered “to pay half tho 
Court costs, and to be imprisoned until 
the ship sailed,
